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WHAT CONSTITUTES A GALLON OF 
LINSEED OIL? 


The suit brought by a _ prominent 
paint house at Chicago against the 
National Linseed Oil Company, to re- 
cover the value of alleged short de- 
liveries of oil, is a curiosity in com- 
mercial litigation. The facts of the 
case were given in the Reporter last 
week, and from them it does not ap- 
pear that there is any allegation of 
fraudulent intent on the part of the 
seller, but that in basing its price per 
gallon upon the arbitrary commercial 
standard of seven and one-half pounds, 
it has been guilty of technical evasion 
of the law of the State of Illinois. The 
United States standard gallon is 2sl 
cubic inches, and that standard has, 
as we understand it, been also pre- 
scribed by the State law. Now, 
cubic incaes of pure water, at a tem- 
perature of GU degrees l‘anrenheit, will 
weigh 38.333 pounds, so thaz fluid 
having the specific gravity Bo, 
which is the generally accepted stund- 
ard for raw linseed oil at a tempera- 
ture of GU degrees I. should weigh 
7.766 pounds. Any rise in tem- 
perature will lessen the weight of the 
given volume, and a lowering of tem- 
perature wil increase it. If, there- 
fore, both weight and volume were at 
all times to be regarded, the measuring 
of oils, under constantly varying con- 
ditions, would be a tedious and ex- 
pensive operation. inasmuch as it is 
simpler to gauge the quantity of oil in 
any form of container by weight rather 
than by measurement, the everywhere 
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adopted standard of weight in this 
country has been 7.50 pounds, or 
266-1000 of a pound less than what 


the actual weight of 251 cubic inches 
of oil at 6U degrees F. should be. It 
is to recover this difference upon its 
purchases covering a long period of 
years, and which the plaintiffs estimate 
at $25,000, that the present suit is in- 
stituted. This is the case in a nut- 
shell, so far as we understand it from 
the facts given. Its animus is not so 
apparent. 

In view of the commercial character 
of both parties to the suit, it is scarce- 
ly supposable that the action has any 
other purpose than to test the technical 


| which we have any acquaintance 
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legal point involved. It ‘would, of 
course, be absurd for any buyer of oil 
in barrel lots, ‘whose purchases have 
been sufficient to give him the slightest 
familiarity with the usage prevailing 
everywhere in this country in the oil 
trade, to plead ignorance of the fact 
that he was buying it on the arbitrary 
standard of seven and a half pounds to 
the gallon, or that he was acquiescing 


| in the trade custom which had made

that standard as legal in effect as 
though it had been the subject of legis- 
lative enactment. So firmly has the 
weight become the established standard 
for vegetable oils that it is specifically 
given in all of the tariff acts with 
as 
the weight upon which the duty per gal- 
lon shall be levied. As to whether 
seven and a half pounds represent more 
closely the actual weight at the aver- 
temperature at which oil is sold 
throughout the year and in all parts of 
the country, than would seven and 
three-quarters pounds, we are unpre- 
pared to say. The plaintiffs in the 


| present suit would have to override the 


sanction of established commercial 
usage, to start with, in order to make 
out a cause of action, and to establish 


| their claim for loss would doubtless be 


compelled to prove the actual weight of 
each 231 cubic inches of oil bought by 
them at all seasons and under all ther- 
mal conditions. It is not assumed, 
therefore, that the case is a serious at- 
tempt to recover a technical loss, but 
it will doubtless lead the sellers of oil 
to take the precaution to state upon 
their invoices that oil is sold and billed 
upon the basis of seven and a half 
pounds to the gallon, without respect 
to measurements. Should the case ever 
come to trial it would doubtless con- 
firm the validity of trade customs, 
which has often received judicial 
recognition. 
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VANILLA BEANS FIRMER, 


\When our last article on the position 
of vanilla beans appeared in the Re- 
porter of October 19, 186, prices of the 
Mexican variety had reached a point 
beyond which it was thought consumers 
might cease to be interested in them, in- 
asmuch as the price of cuts was the 
highest ever known, and whole beans 
had not been quoted at such a high 
figure in ten years. In spite of the tact, 
however, that vanillin is now $2 per 
ounce, a reduction of 5U per cent, in 
the date mentioned 
above, the price of Mexican cut beans 
has advanced 5V per cent., to $V per 
pound by the case, and that of whole 
beans from )/@1U to $1U@14 per pound, 
while’ Bourbon is now $8@9v, against $4 
@s, and Tahiti $4.75, against $3.25, and 
what surprises the dealers is the faci 
that consumers wilingly paying 
these high prices. There appears to be 
no relief in sight for consumers, as the 
crop of 1806-1807 is estimated at 2ov 
cases, against only 3UU cases for 15¥5- 
1806, while an average crop is close to 
1,000 cases. 

The true situation at the present time 
is best illustrated by making compari- 
sons. Under normal conditions the 
stock carried over in New York Janu- 
ary 1 would ‘be 350 cases, the average 
crop nearly 1,000 cases, with no beans 
in Mexico, but the true situation Janu- 
ary 1 was quite different. The stock 
carried over in New York was about UU 
cases, the coming crop promised to be 
about 250 cases, and there were 3U 
cases held in Mexico; in other words, a 
visible supply of 340 cases, against 
about 1,550 cases under normal condi- 
tions. The situation to-day is about as 
follows: The spot stock of whole beans 
in the hands of the importers is 50 
cases, held at $10.50@15, and of cuts al- 
most nothing, of very inferior quality, 
held at $9.50, while the Mexicans are 
carrying about 30 cases, 19 of which 
are held at $16. To make matters 
worse for consumers reports are in cir- 
culation that a new combination of the 
curers has been formed, with the inten- 
tion of holding cuts at $9.50 and whole 
beans at $14@18. Their success de- 
pends, in some measure, on the willing- 
ness of consumers to pay the prices de- 
manded., The latter have already paid 
such prices as were not dreamed of a 
few months ago, and it is evident that 
they prefer the Mexican beans. At the 
same time dealers have been very in- 
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dustrious in bringing prominently be- 
fore the trade the good qualities of the 
Bourbon variety, and larger quantities 
have been consumed here than ever be- 
fore. Tahiti has been in good demand, 
the price having advanced from 9V cents 
per pound about two years ago to $4.75 


to-day. Other varieties have received 
increased attention, among them being 
Seychelles. So time may prove that the 
Mexicans have overreached themselves, 
especially if the coming crop is a large 
one. 
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RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE PHE- 
NACETINE PATENTS. 

A sequence of the suits that have 
been brought by the owners of the 
American patents for phenacetine has 
been an action for libel, instituted by 
the agents for that drug against a 
pharmaceutical paper published at Den- 
ver, for damages resulting from its 
having charged them with extortion 
and other unfair treatment of the re- 
tail druggist. This case was briefly re- 
ported in our news columns last week, 
and further reference to it on another 
page of this issue shows that the drug- 
gists of that city and other places in 
Colorado are disposed to make the de- 
fense of the suit a common cause. It 
is somewhat surprising, and aitogether 
unfortunate, that the relation which 
these agents bear toward the patent 
and the steps that have been taken to 
enforce it, should be so misunderstood 
as to shift upon them a measure of 
odious responsibility which in no par- 
ticular belongs to them. The American 
patent for phenacetine was taken out 
by the enterprising firm in Ger- 
many which originated the prepara- 
tion, simply because it was pos- 
Sible to take out a patent in this 
country, and because the monopoly 
which it would afford would render the 
sale of the article so much more profit- 
able here than it could be made in any 
European country. As to the ethics of 
such a step opinions may differ, but as 
to the commercial sagacity which 
prompted it there can be no two opin- 
ions, in’ view of the results up to date. 
The agency for the article was placed 
with the house which now ho.ds it be- 
cause of the facilities it possessed for 
the introduction and distribution of a 
medicinal preparation of this class, and 
upon terms which were mutually satis- 
factory. Those terms, however, were 
not such as left these agents free to 
practice “extortion” or to do otherwise 
than furnish the drug to the American 
trade at the price fixed for this market 
by the manufacturer, upon which they 
received a commission in the same man- 
ner that agents generally are compen- 
sated for like service. That the extent 
to which the drug has sold has made 
the account a profitable one to them 
no one will gainsay, but that they have 
pocketed the difference between the 
price at which it sells in foreign coun- 
tries and that at which it is sold here 
is not a reasonable supposition. That 
difference, less its proportion of the 
agents’ commission, has gone into the 
coffers of the owners of the patent who 
were, and we believe still are, the Ger- 
man manufacturers, because it is not 
supposable that the lawyer who is the 
nominal assignee of the American 
patent is, in fact, anything more than 
their attorney. A very gross injustice 
has been done the thoroughly reputable 
house which holds this agency, and its 
record in connection with the account is 
free from any act, so far as we know, 
that should cast the slightest reflection 
upon its loyalty to the retail druggists 
of the country. Indeed, there is no 
good reason why the patentees them- 
selves should be blamed for taking full 
advantage of the monopoly which the 
United States Government has _ be- 
stowed upon them and making the life 
of the patent as profitable an era to 
them as the desire of the American 
public for the drug, at their price, 
would permit. The druggist has made 
his profit in dispensing the article and 
the public alone has _ suffered. How- 
ever, so long as a patent exists and its 
validity cannot be overthrown, so long 
the manufacturers are justified in in- 
sisting that it shall be respected, and 
that no phenacetine shall be sold in the 
United States excepting that which 


comes through their licensees, and fox 
which they obtain the price they have 
fixed for the American market, 
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The objectionable feature of this case 
is the fact that the laws of the United 
States permit the issuance of a patent 
to a foreign manufacturer for a product 
which he cannot patent in his own 
country, and the monopoly of which 
permits him to draw out of the Ameri- 
can people millions of dollars in excess 
of what he derives from the same 
volume of sales in any other country. 
If, as is assumed by the Denver drug- 
gists, this extra profit went to our own 
citizens, the position of the Government 
would be more logical than it is now; or 
if the provisions of the law required the 
patentee to manufacture in this coun- 
try it would at least be consistent with 
the policy of protection, which is a 
cover for a large number of methods of 
holding up the public. But, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the patent, and all similar 
ones, simply enrich foreign manufac- 
turers and discriminate against our 
own people. The policy is an irrational 
one, and that its enforcement is odious 
to the druggist, to the medical practi- 
tioner or to the public is not surprising. 
The mistake they make, however, is in 
placing the responsibility upon those 
whom the Government endows with 
privileges which they themselves would 
be glad to acquire, instead of placing it 
upon the governmental policy as ex- 
pressed in existing statutes. Let those 
who oppose such discrimination in favor 
of foreign manufacturers, or who view 
with disfavor any such tax upon medi- 
cines, undertake the amendment of our 
patent laws, and there is every reason 
to believe that there would be an end to 
granting such patents as have during 
the past twenty-five years enriched the 
foreign makers of synthetic prepara- 
tions, both dyes and medicines, at the 
expense of the American public. But it 
is senseless to try to biackguard the 
patentees, their atlorneys or agents out 
of the rights which the Government has 
accorded them.

JANUARY PELRULELUM STATIS- 

DACs. 

The reports of the several pipe lines 
for the monthof January show that dur- 
ing the first month of the year a 
change has taken place in the statisti- 
cal situation, which, although not un- 
eXpecleu, nas had prumpe eifecl upon 
the market price of that product, and, 
from a depressed, declining condition 
the market has assumed a firmness 
which is regarded as presaging a 
further advance. The producers are 
now confidently looking for a recovery 
to the coveted dollar mark, and are 
making preparations to resume active 
development operations as soon as the 
Weather becomes more favorable. A 
marked change in sentiment has been 
the result of this strengthening of the 
Statistical situation. A month ago the 
operators in the fields were despondent, 
and were disposed to restrict opera- 
tions even where they were not hin- 
dered by the lack of water, bad roads, 
and other conditions incident to the 
season. Now they are impatient for the 
ice to disappear and the roads to be- 
come passable, that new locations may 
be made aud rigs erected, au order Lo 
bring in wells in time to benefit by the 
further advance in the price of the 
product, which they regard as certain 
to folow as a reSult of present condi- 
tions. Perhaps they are over san- 
guine. But they have watched the ac- 
cumulation of stocks so many months 
that a check to the increase naturally 
makes them overconfident. It is the 
same course witnessed for years. A re- 
duction in price is followed by decrease 
in development work, and then comes 
a check to production, which in tura 
is followed by an advancing market, 
when the producers are stimulated to 
activity, increasing the output, only to 
again cause a decline in price. 

The production during the month of 
January, as reported by the pipe lines 
(not including Ohio oil), amounted to 
2,670,695 barrels, which is a decrease 
of 245,753 barrels, as compared with 
the production during the month pre- 
ceding, but is only 117,269 barrels be- 
low the average monthly production 
during 1896. An interesting feature is 
that the runs during January vary but 
5,501 barrels from those of the cor-

Taking the reports as a whole, the 
January production amounted to 4,218,- 
353 barrels, showing a decrease as com- 
pared with that of the month preceding 
of 476,881 barrels. The deliveries 
amounted to 4,206,101 barrels, which 
shows the decrease to have been 125,080 
barrels. The total stocks at the close 
of the month amounted to 32,884,316 
barrels, the additions during the month 
having been but 30,963 barrels. The 
stocks, therefore, have practically re- 
mained stationary, while the produc- 
tion shows a falling off of nearly half 
a million barrels, and the deliveries a 
reduction of less than a quarter of @ 
million barrels. 





IMPERILING TENNESSEE CREDITS 


A prominent paint concern in this 
city advises us of a recent action by the 
Tennessee creditors of an insolvent cor- 
poration domiciled in that State which, 
if sustained by the courts, will affect 
unfavorably the credit of its citizens 
outside of their own Commonwealth. It 
appears that a Memphis corporation, 
which was a large consumer of supplies 
bought outside of the State, went into 
the hands of receivers some. months 
ago, and a committee was appointed to 
formulate a plan of reorganization in 
the interest of creditors. The com- 
mittee reported in September last 
a plan which subsequently received 
the assent of 98% _ per cent. 
of the creditors, but before it had 
been finally sanctioned by the Chancery 
Court a number of Tennessee creditors 
withdrew, claiming that their accounts 
should be paid in full first. Their po- 
sition is that, under certain provisions 
of the State law, Tennessee creditors 
are entitled to full priority over cred- 
itors of other States. This action, in 
the present instance, prevents any dis- 
tribution being made of the cash on 
hand until after the claim of priority 
has been disposed of by the courts, for 
the reason that if it is allowed it wi!) 
take all the money in the hands of the 
court, or of the receivers, to settle the 
local claims. Moreover, should the po- 
sition of the Tennessee’ creditors 
be upheld by the courts it will 
effectually block the reorganization and 
leave but a small proportion of the en- 
tire available assets for the non-resi- 
dent creditors. 

It is probably safe to assume that the 
resident creditors find warrant for 
their action in the State statute, and 
the question that will present itself to 
non-residents is, therefore, whether 

such discrimination between citizens of 
different States is not in conflict with 
the Constitution of the United States. 

However this may be, such State 
laws are a good example of much of the 
granger legislation which has lumbered 
up the statute books of many States 
during the past few years.

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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS DURING 
1896. 

The official report of the total amount 
of the imperts into the United States 
and exports of domestic products dur- 
ing the year 1896 has been issued by 
the Bureau of Statistics at Washington. 
It shows some marked changes in the 
amounts of the various classes of goods 
received, as compared with the year pre- 
ceding, as does alsotherecord of exports, 
but in the lines of trade represented by 
the Reporter there is no marked de- 
crease or increase in the total volume 
of either imports or exports, and, al- 
though there has been general com- 
plaint throughout the year of dull trade, 
these statistics do not confirm the 
report that the volume <f business 
was much below the average or below 
that of the year preceding. Nor can it 
be said that larger stocks are held by 
importers at the close of the year to ac- 
count for receipts over distribution into 
channels of consumption, the official re- 
port of goods remaining in warehouses 
at the close of the year showing no 
general increase, such as would be the 
case had a large part of the imports re- 
mained in possession of the importers. 
The conclusion is therefore natural that 
business during 1896 was better than 
credited by common report. The tabu- 
lated statements of imports anda ex- 
ports during the last calendar year, 
with comparisons with the year pre- 
ceding, are given in another column, as 
is also a tabulated statement of the 
amount of goods held in warehouses at 
the close of the year.

A new sulphur well has been discov- 
ered at the sulphur mines, twelve miles 
west of Lake Charles, La.

It is said to be 
the best one on record, and excels the 
fine one opened there years ago, which 
produced 110 carloads. The flow has 
been shut off awaiting cars. Sulphur 
Station is in Calcasieu Parish, on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and with the 
finding of this new fountain of sulphur 
the little place has resumed its old-time 
activity. 


McKenzie Bros., dealers in paints, 
oils, etc., have filed a suit for damages 
in the sum of $85,000 against the Hal- 
lack Paint, Oil and Glass Company. The 
claim is based upon an attachment 
brought against the plaintiff by the de- 
fendant company on March 17, 1892, to 
collect an account amounting to $903.94. 
whereby merchandise and accounts 
amounting to $37,000 were taken in 
charge by the Sheriff and held twenty- 
four hours, greatly to the damage of 
the business credit of the firm of Mc- 
Kenzie Bros. 


The price of platinum is very. firm at 
$14 per troy ounce in large quantities 
and large sizes. This price corresponds 
practically with Paris and London, that 
is as near as the exchange can be 
figured out. The demand is rapidly in- 
creasing and is in excess of the output. 
Last year it was about 18 per cent. in 
excess of the previous year. It has gone 
up correspondingly in price. The out- 
look is altogether toward higher priced 
platinum, and the principal importers 
expect to see it sell for $15 an ounce. 
They are talking considerably higher 
prices on’ the other side, and claim it 
will go beyond $15. 


In the United States Court of Little 
Rock, Ark., is being tried the case of C. 
F. Simmons Medicine Company and C 
F. Simmons, plaintiffs, of St. Louis, 
Mo., against Miles A. Simmons, Jr., of 
Palmer, Ark. The purpose of the plain- 
tiffs is to restrain the defendant from 
placing upon the market any medicine 
on which the defendant uses the name 
of M. A. Simmons, Jr., and to recover 
$25,000 damages from the defendant 
for having put on the market a certain 
preparation. The plaintiffs’ suit is 
based upon a contract by which the de- 
fendant is alleged to have agreed never 
to make any medicine on ‘which he used 
his name, except in the States of 
Massachusetts, Vermont and Michigan. 
The defendant contends that this con- 
tract was obtained from him through 
the fraud of the plaintiffs. The liti- 
gants are brothers. 


If the recommendations of the Senate 
Committee on Finance are agreed to 
the Government will not enter into the 
business of selling domestic smoking 
opium that has been seized by internal 
revenue collectors, The co!lectors on 
the Pacific coast have in their posses- 
sion several thousand five-tael cans of 
this stuff, but under the law there Is 
no way of disposing of it at a price less 
than the import duty thereon. The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
asked for authority to sell it to the 
highest bidder, so that the Government 
may be reimbursed for the cost of cap- 
turing it. The House passed a bill 
granting this authority, but the Senate 
committee struck out the House provi- 
sions and submitted another, which 
compels the revenue officials to destroy 
the stuff whenever captured. The com- 
mittee was actuated by the belief that 
the United States ought not to be a 
party to the distribution of smoking 
opium in any manner whatever.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 





The Interstate Oil and Gas Company 
of Buffalo has been incorporated. Capi- 
tal, $50,000. Directors—Luman B. 
Wood, Fred R. Green and Bradley H. 
Phillips. 

The first shirment of oil produced in 
Texas was made last week, and the 
citizens of Corsicana celebrated the 
event, 
pleted in that section of the State. 

The Acme Oil Company’s plant at 
Johnston, R. I., was burned last week. 
Ten horses lost their lives. The logs is 
$25,000, partially insured. The origin 
of the fire is ascribed to incendiaries. 


The oil firm’of Heard, Allen & Brady, 
which has been operating near Longley, 
Ohio, has gone ‘nto the har.ds of a re- 
ceiver, upon ‘the application of Mrs. 
Jane Heard. C. B. Apple has been ap- 
pointed receiver. 


The waste oil from Alexander’s oil 
well, which flows into the creek passing 
through Elwood, Ind., was set on fire 
by a boy last week, and the flames 
swept through the town, burning two 
bridges and an elevator, causing a 
heavy loss. 


The first spouting oil well in Colorado 
was struck at Florence last week. Well 
119, which was down 2,100 feet, struck 
oil, which spurted over 75 feet in the 
air, finally settling down to the 300- 
foot mark, leaving 1,800 feet of oil in 
the biggest well so far struck. 


The British Consul at Buenos Ayres 
reports: ‘The range of prices for kero- 
sene was from 8s. 6d. to 9s. 6d. per box 
of 10 gallons, and the consumption is 
from 700,000 to 750,000 boxes per an- 
num, and comes exclusively from; the 
United States. The customs duty is no 
less than 2s. 4%d. per box of 10 gal- 
lons.” 


Another big oil deal has been maie 
in the Indiana field. E. W. Evans has 
bought the Smith & Whiting oil prop- 
erty on the McConkey farm in Wash- 
ington township, Blackford county. The 
consideration was $10,000. There are 
three oilers and a gas well on the prop- 
erty, which is 160 acres in extent. The 
wells are producing 40 barrels a day. 
More wells will be drilled. 


The Bates & Robe we!l on the W'nd- 
fall, from which the casing was drawn 
last week and reported as abandoned, 
will be recased and shot at a depth of 
800 feet, where a good sand was found. 
Since the well was abandoned Mr. Robe 
has obtained much land, which was 
withheld so long as the owners thought 
there was a possibility of oil being 
found on the Windfall. Mr. Robe’s 
scheme worked, and he will now resume 
operations,

more a day in the Hebron pool are:

Mr. Robert M. Moore, vice-president 
of Benjamin Moore & Co., of Brooklyn, 
died at his residence at Elizabeth, N. J., 
on the 12th inst. after an illness of two 
weeks. 

Mr. Moore was born at Bathhurst, 
Cape Colony, South Africa, on the 25th 
of March, 1840. His father was an offi- 
cer in the English army, stat'oned at 
that place.

Mr. Moore was also 
associated as vice-president and as a 
stockholder in the Benjamin Moore 
Company of Brooklyn, Benjamin Moore 
being a brother. He was successful in 
all these undertakings, and led a very 
active life.

Retail Druggists and the Raines Law. 


President Smither of the State Phar- 
maceutical Association at a hearing be- 
fore the Raines Liquor Tax Law Com- 
mittee on Tuesday afternoon said that 
not more than 2U per cent. of the drug- 
gists could now afford to take out the 
license, as the receipts would not 
amount to the fee. He proposed that 
a board should be created to investi- 
gate the operation of the law as relat- 
ing to druggists, with power to revoke 
the license if they should find that it 
was being abused. He asked that a 
special pharmacists’ license should be 
issued to druggists. Senator Raines 
asked Mr. Smither to prepare an 
amendment to section 11 of the Raines 
law which affects druggists, and Sena- 
tor Higgins said he thought there was 
no doubt that the committee would re- 
port it favorably. The druggists want 
the tax reduced about one-half.

The Phenacetine Cases at Denver. 


Further details concerning the litiga- 
tion that has been instituted at Den- 
ver, as an outgrowth of the sale of phe- 
nacetine imported direct from Can- 
ada by retail druggists of that city, is 
given in a recent issue of the Denver 
News? The main facts were given in 
the Reporter last week, but some of the 
details are interesting, as showing the 
attitude assumed by the druggists 
toward Messrs. Schieffelin & Co. of this 
city, who are the selling agents for the 
drug, but who disclaim any responsibil- 
ity for the price or for the prosecutions 
that have been instituted against in- 
fringers of the patents. The utter- 
ances of the Rocky Mountain Drug- 
gist, which constitute the basis of two 
libel suits for $50,000 each, show an ig- 
norance or willful disregard of facts, 
which should find no justification at the 
hands of the drug trade. The first arti- 
cle appeared in the November issue of 
the paper and was, in part, as follows: 


Phenacetine sells for 25 cents per ounce in 
Canada. Schieffelin & Co. of New York, by 
means of an irregular registration at the pa- 
tent office, are extorting $1 per ounce for much 
that is used in the United States. 

Retail druggists should reject that which 
bears the name of the New York firm, 

Denver agente for the genuine phenacetine 
are supplying the article in small quantities 
for 65 cents per ounce, There are no Val tqe 
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tions of phenacetine in the original packages. 

Schieffelin & Co. have no legal or moral right 
to the rake-off. American druggists are entitled 
to purchase phenacetine at the European price, 
pius import duties. true of sulfanol, 
trional, etc.

It will readily be seen by 
ticle that the paper was 
grand stand play to the prejudices of 
that element in the drug trade that 
through ignorance of the law or othet 
motives is willing to infringe the United 
States patents. There can be no ques- 
tion that many of these druggists have 
been misled by the fact that the United 
States custom houses will not act as 
detectives for the owners of patents 
granted by the United States Patent 
Office. The position of the Government 
is apparently inconsistent, but so long 
as it maintains that position the sale ol 
phenacetine not bearing the stamp of 
the American agents is clearly an in 
fringement of the American patent. 

The Reporter called upon Messrs. 
Schieffelin & Co. in regard to their 
suits, and they emphatically deny their 
responsibility for any act of the paten- 
tees, and also indignantly protest 
against the unjust misrepresentation ot 
their position, not only in the article 
above quoted, but in public and private 
utterances by competition in business 
and retail druggists or those who 
sume to speak for them. The attorneys 
for the assignee of the patent, Messrs. 
Dickerson & Brown, made the follow- 
ing statement of Schieffelin & Co.'s 
lation to phenacetine: 

“Understanding that a large 
of druggists have asserted that S: hietfe- 
lin & Co. are the owners of the United 
States letters patent for phenacetine 
and sulfonal, and that even if they are 
not the owners, that they are responsi- 
ble for the legal action taken under 
those patents, we desire to state: First, 
that the title to these patents is exclu- 
Sively vested in E. N. Dickerson, and 
that Schieffelin & Co. have never had 
any interest whatsoever in these 
patents. Second, that they have no 
control over the proceedings brought to 
enforce the rights under these patents, 
and that they are not kept informed 
of the steps which are taken on behalf 
of the owner of these patents. Third, 
that they are not our clients in these 
matters.”’

The 
petroleum trade has become wf such immense 
importance that a petroleum exchange has been 
established in the city of New York. The ques- 
tion is being agitated in several journals as to 
who, and at what time, first introduced ‘‘Rock 
Oil,"" as it was then called, as an illuminating 
agent and an article of commerve.

After the formtaion of an oil ex- 
change in William street, New York, 
and a goodly body of members had been 
secured, and an oil exchange had also 
been organized at Oil City, Pa., and 
with a large array of members made it- 
self a factor of influence, both in Oil 
City and in iNew York, the petroleum 
business having assumed large impor- 
tance in the commerce of the country, 
beginning also to command foreign 
trade in different parts of the world, 
and its variety of products exhibiting 
its utility in a variety of directions, not 
only connected with illuminating oils, 
but also for lubrication, and even its 
refuse matter which had been given to 
waste as a product of no value, but 
rather otherwise, attention was directed 
to the fact that some individual had 
made important discoveries, and had 
given birth to a new line of commerce— 
even to the production of many beauti- 
ful colors, which exhibited themselves 
in the adornments of costly and fash- 
ionable female apparel. The subject 
was brought forward of rewarding the 
individual who had been the discoverer 
and author of this new source of busi- 
ness, and was worthy of some recogni- 
tion or memorial. A committee was ap- 
pointed of members of the oil ex- 
changes, who, after brief inquiry, desig- 
nated Col. Drake as the author of this 
business, “The discoverer of petro- 
leum, and the inventor of the method 
of refining it;’’ consequently was the in- 
dividual entitled to some public recog- 
nition or memorial. A committee was 
then chosen as a financial committee, 
for the purpose of collecting subscrip- 
tions, with the view of bestowing a suit- 
able reward on Col. Drake, based 
upon the foregoing claims, They were 


led to this by the popular error that 
Col, Drake was really the discoverer of 
petroleum, the inventor of the method 
of refining, and generally the author 
and promoter of a business which had 
now assumed large proportions in the 
commerce of the country. It was not 
surprising that this mistake was made, 
because the fact-of Drake’s boring a 
well and obtaining petroleum in quan- 
tities at Oil Creek was one of great in- 
terest and importance, and caused 
much excitement, and was heralded in 
all the papeis published throughout the 
United States,. 

The writer, as has been made clear, 
introduced petroleum about twenty-one 
months previous to anything being 
known of Drake, or his oil well, and had 
established a liberal business from 
Maine to New Orleans before petroleum 
was obtained by the agency of Drake’s 
well. Incidentally noticing a call in the 
papers of the day for subscriptions to 
a Drake memorial fund, the _ writer 
handed a note to the New York Sun, 
simply stating the fact that it was a 
mistake as to Drake’s discovery of pe- 
troleum, which had been discovered all 
along the ages throughout many cen- 
turies, and many efforts made to utilize 
it had always resulted in failure; that 
he had refined this oil; had been mer- 
chandizing it for that length of time, 
having an established trade, and there- 
fore preceded in the establishing of the 
commerce nearly two years in advance 
of Drake, who was entitled to full 
credit for the enterprise of boring suc- 
cessfully the first petroleum well. The 
Memorial Committee consisted of L. A. 
Smith, chairman of the committee, and 
president of the New York Oil Ex- 
change, with several associates. On 
reading the communication in the Sun, 
President Smith called upon me at my 
office, in Dey street, and made investi- 
gation into the facts in the case. Be- 
coming satisfied from the proofs and 
vouchers exhibited that it was a mis- 
take they were pursuing, he at once 
withdrew the efforts of the committee. 
Quite liberal subscriptions had already 
been obtained, and it was being dis- 
cussed as to whether it should be a 
monument or a memorial building when 
sufficient funds had been subscribed. 
The Standard Oil Company had _ sub- 
scribed $5,000; other subscriptions had 
been made to the amount of some $12,- 
0UO, when the memorial effort was 
abandoned as not being true to history, 
and the following card was signed by 
President Smith and the writer jointly, 
by his (Smith’s) request, and published 
in the papers of the day: 

“As to the distinction between a salt 
well that yielded oil and an oil well that 
yielded salt water and oil, as all oil 
wells do, practically there is none. All 
were bored by the same tools, in the 
same manner, the pumps were arranged 
by packing tvith what was called a 
‘seed bag’ (a leather case filled with 
flaxseed to exclude fresh water from 
the surface), the salt water and oil 
placed in a tank together and separated 
by gravity and each drawn off separate- 
ly, and the pumps were the same, and 
as salt wells had been bored generations 
before, and oil pumped with the salt 
water, there was no _ originality, dis- 
covery or birth about the whole matter. 
All the originality in the situation lay 
in making a popular article of com- 
merce of a substance never properly 
utilized before refining in 1857 and pro- 
ducing it by well boring in 1859. Col. 
Drake bored the first well for the ex- 
press purpose of obtaining oil on Wat- 
son’s Flat, Oil Creek, and was success- 
ful in his effort in August of that year 
(1859), thus becoming the first success- 
ful producer of petroleum, and making 
possible, by this means of obtaining it, 
the great commerce which has since 
been developed, thus, one pioneer trans- 
formed what was a nuisance to the 
owners of the salt wells into a valuable 
adjunct of commerce; the other pioneer, 
in another direction, became the first 
to develope the great oil deposi and to 
unlock its treasures. To his memory his 
friends desired to erect a monument to 
commemorate this fact, and set each 
in their true light before the public, 
and to show that there is entire har- 
mony of opinion in this matter, this 
statement is issued jointly by the 
chairman of the Drake Fund Monument 
Committee (who was the president of 
the New York Petroleum Exchange) 
and the introducer of petroleum, suc- 
cessfully, for illuminating purposes.

In recognition, however, of the im- 
portance of the service which Drake 
had rendered in leading the way for the 
obtainment of the immense stores of 
wealth hidden in the bowels of the 
earth, his friends procured the passage 
of a law by the State Legislature, giv- 
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ing him a pension of $2,000 per year 
during his life, and which sum is, or 
was, continued to his wife, if living, up 
to the present time.

The foregoing statement discloses ac- 
curately the result of the business of 
the company for the year 1896, the fifth 
in its history. The conditions surround- 
ing commercial interests in that period 
are familiar to all, and need review only 
as they may apply to this. business. 
Continually falling prices limited the 
margin of profit, and although con- 
sumption was stimulated, making the 
tonnage distributed the largest in our 
history, the net earnings were but $1,- 
174,993.70. 

While competition has been active, it 
will be observed that no demoralization 
has resulted, and that a profit, although 
small and inadequate to the capital in- 
volved, has followed on the conduct of 
the business. Our relations to the trade 
continue harmonious. 

“Plant investment” account shows, for 
the five years ending with this report, 
a net increase of $799,247.88 (for the 
current year, $137,353.47), representing 
expenditures for permanent improve- 
ments and for new properties, less 
amount received for properties sold. 
This sum has been paid from undis- 
tributed earnings, represented on the 
balance sheet by “surplus” account, 
thus largely employing it. The policy 
of modernizing the factories has been 
continued, and its wisdom demonstrated 
in lower manufacturing costs. The 


smelting and refining plants of the 
company have not been operated dur- 
ing the year. 





It will be noted that from “plant in- 
vestment”’ account has been deducted 
$288,145.50 for depreciation, and a like 
amount charged to ‘surplus’? account. 
This is done in pursuance of a con- 
servative policy, and in no manner af- 
fects the net earnings shown for 1896. 

Attention is called to the decrease 
in the item of “other investments,’’ 
many of the assets heretofore included 
under that head having properly been 
transferred to “stock on hand.” Share- 
holders will note the stock on hand is 
less this year than last, partly attribut- 
able to the values at which inventories 
have been taken, all being the lowest 
ever recorded. 

Working capital is ample for present 
needs, and has been less actively em- 
ployed only because our large stocks 
cost less money. The accounts payable 
are less, and, aS usual, represent cur- 
rent matters waiting audit before pay- 
ment. The mortgage indebtedness re- 
mains at $12,600.25. : 

Mr. John H. McKelvy, for many years 
an active manufacturer, and since the 
orzanization of this company a useful 
member of the Board.of Directors ana 
manager of its interests at Pittsburgh, 
died on April 12, 1896, generally la- 
mented in the community where his life 
has been spent, and mourned by his 
business associates. 

In conclusion, it may be said that 
there has been no occasion to depart 
from the established policy of the com- 
pany as respects the conservation, pro- 
tection and extension of its trade and 
the distribution of profits earned. Both 
classes of the stock are largely held 
by those to whom originally issued, and 
all holders have an undivided interest 
in its prosperity. We feel reasonably 
confident in our belief that the bottom 
was touched in 1896, and in predicting 
that the year on which we have en- 
tered will be fairly prosperous for the 
company. 

The report is signed by L. A. Cole, 
president of the company. 

The following directors were re-elect- 
ed: A. P. Thompson, R. P. Colgate, 
J. L. McBirney and J. A, Stevens. They 
will serve until 1900. Charles F. Wells

Conference of Proprietary Medicine 
Men and Publishers. 


The American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association held its annual meeting in 
this city last week, and with the philan- 
thropic “‘good eye” for which they are 
noted, invited the proprietors of some 
of the best advertised patent medicines 
to meet them, with a view to a better 
understanding of how the publishers 
might best prcmote the public weal, in 
which the proprietors are known to 
have a live and wholly unselfish in- 
terest. 

Among those present representing the 
proprietary interests were Thomas 
Doliber and C. W. Cheny of Doliber, 
Gardner & Co., S. W. Bowne and C. E. 
Rose of Scott & Bowne, Dr. V. Mott 
Pierce of the World’s Dispensary Com- 
pany, E. R. Dowley of Hunt’s Remedy 
Company, William A. Hockemeyer of 
Tarrant & Co., C. I. Hood and Mr. Ever- 
ett of C. I. Hood & Co, George B. Bower 
of the J. C. Ayers Company, A. Major 
of Major’s Cement, Harry Good of the 
Carter Medicine Company, Fred Meyer 
and E. J. Schall of the Meyer Bros. 
Drug Company, Joseph Leeming and 
Thomas Leeming, Jr., of Thomas Leem- 
ing & Co., Dr. Greene of Greene’s 
Nervura, Mr. Kramer of the Sterling 
Remedy Company, William S. Pinckney 
of the Himrod Manufacturing Company 
and “Prof.””’ Dr. Munyon, 

The proprietors first held a meeting 
behind closed doors, while the pub- 
lishers told stories in the main room, 
and got the appliances ready for the 
leg-pulling that they expected would 
follow the reception of their guests. 
There were about eighty publishers 
present, and they were invited to take 
seats on the left of the center aisle, 
while the proprietors were assigned to 
the seats on the right. The latter were 
nearest the exit. When the proprietors 
came into the room there was much 
applause from the publishers, and 
somebody remarked that it was a “‘good 
thing,” and deserved to be pushed along, 

From the enthusiasm and spirit of the 
meeting, it may be said to have been 
one of the best ever held. The argu- 
ment set forth by Mr. Kramer of the 
Sterling Remedy Company was an ex- 
cellent speech against substitution. He 
showed that there was an organized ef- 
fort on the part of the retail druggists 
in Chicago and other Western cities to 
manufacture and supply retailers with 
proprietary medicines at the actual cost 
price.

Dr. Munyon, who has only 
whlie the 
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proprietary meeting was in executive 
session, set forth arguments to the ef- 
fect that the organization as a whole, 
so far as large advertisers were con- 
cerned, should endeavor, through 
friendly channels, to get the newspapers 
to take up the matter of substitution in 
their editorial columns, 

Mr. Bowne thought that the best way 
to get at this was to educate the pub- 
lic through display advertisements. 

A set of resolutions was passed con- 
demning substitution, but no definite 
action was taken, further than to refer 
the matter to the joint consideration of 
the two bodies. 

Beyond such contracts as may have 
been taken during the meeting, the out- 
come was not important, although it 
was decided, on the part of the pub- 
lishers, that their papers should frown 
upon the practice of substitution, es- 
pecially when the article for which a 
substitute was offered was well ad- 
vertised. It is not understood that there 
will be any increase of rates for ad- 
vertising in these daily papers because 
of the co-operation of the editorial de- 
partments. The utmost harmony pre- 
vailed at the conference.

He Never Got the “Cold Stare” from 
Quinine Manufacturers! 


The Reporter has stated in its last two 
issues that manufacturers of quinine 
were refusing to fill speculative orders 
for the salts at the late reduction, and 
were scaling down orders from their 
regular trade when they were in excess 
of reasonable requirements. This in- 
formation we had not only from the 
manufacturers and their representa- 
tives, but also from several prominent 
brokers and large consuming buyers. 
It would appear, however, from a circu- 
lar issued by a broker here last week 
copies of which have been sent to us 
by the recipients, that our information 
was at fault, and that this fortunate 
buyer had “all” his orders filled. Just 
how many the “all” represented is not 
stated, and it is possible that his ad- 
vice to his clients to get into the band 
wagon may have added to it to such 
an extent that his experience has since 
been the same as that of everybody 
else in the trade. The circular says, in 
part: 

The shrewd buyers will take advantage of the 
situation now, for it is universally known that 
the manufacturers put the price to where it 


| pinches them a little. Please bear in mind 
that your broker is aliowed 1 per cent. on 
your purchases through him. Up to the pres- 


ent time I have had all my orders filled, and 
I doubt that direct orders have been as well 
taken care of. * * * The report on the ar- 


ticle of one of our trade papers is as misiead- 
ing as can be. The reporter undoubtedly re- 
ceived his information of an agent for foreign 


quinine, who has none to sell, Very often 
when I read such reports I am inclined to bet 
the other way. 


It will be noticed that this fortunate 
broker admits that “manufacturers 
limit their orders,” a fact which does 
not seem to accord with the subsequent 
statement: “I have had all my orders 
filled, and I doubt that direct orders 
have been as well taken care of.” Itisa 
well-known fact that from the hour the 
reduction was announced manufactur- 
ers were flooded with orders, and were 
forced “to limit their sales,” as the 
above quotation states, but still this 
particular broker had no order turned 
down. We are glad to see this gentle- 
man favored in spite of his criticism of 
trade papers and his disposition to 
“copper” their statements in his bets, 
but it really seems like a dream that 
“all” of his orders should have been 
filled, when so many others were only 
filled in part, or were wholly turned 
down.

Whisky Men Ask for Lower Tax. 


A conference of prominent whisky 
men from all over the country was held 
in Cincinnati Tuesday last. Those pres- 
ent represented perhaps $100,000,000 of 
invested capital. After a careful re- 
view of the situation in the whisky 
trade and considerable discussion, it 
was decided to petition Congress to re- 
duce the tax on whisky to 70 cents. A 
statement was presented and adopted, 
in which it was shown that with the 
present population of 71,000,000, based 
upon the average amount of tax col- 
lected per capita, a 70 per cent. tax 
would realize to-day $82,400,000, which 
is a larger sum than has ever been col- 
lected from any internal revenue tax in 
this country. Resolutions adopted de- 
clared that “it is a well-established 
principle that there is a maximum 
point in the collection of all revenue 
taxes above which the revenues de- 
crease;” and “it is conclusively proven 
by statistics and the returns of the 
revenue department that 70 cents per 
proof gallon is such maximum point in 
the collection of taxes on distilled 
spirits.”

The milder weather of the past few 
days has brought out a better demand 
for paints and colors, but the improve- 
ment so far has been comparatively 
slight. For lead in oil there has been a 
better inquiry than for other lines, 
which may, be attributed in part to the 
fact that buyers having their orders 
booked at the old figures, provided 
they took the stocks at once, availed 
themselves of the opportunity. Pig lead 
is easier. There are rumors that the 
Lexow Investigating Committee may 
look into the paris green poo] for the 
purpose of ascertaining, it is suggest- 
ed, whether green is not being sold too 
cheap. All foreign lead products are 
reported to be higher abroad, but 
prices have not changed here. Collec- 
tions are still reported to be slow, par- 
ticularly in this State, 


White Lead, Ete, 


WHITE LEAD.—The last few days of 
pleasant weather have had a stimula-~ 
tive effect upon trade to a considerable 
extent in lead in oil. This improved de- 
mand may be the result of dealers hav~ 
ing their orders booked previous to the 
advance in prices, with the understand- 
ing that they will take up a certain 
quantity of their contracts at once or 
within a stated period. Be this as it 
may, one thing is certain, there has 
been a decided improvement in the de- 
mand for lead in oil at prices ranging 
from 54@d\4c., as to make and size of 
the order. Dry lead is only fairly ac- 
tive, as grinders continued their con- 
servatice course of buying only as their 
current wants recuire. Few of them 
are anticipating the future. Values re- 
main unchanged, and may be quoted at 
44@44ec., as to make and size of the 
order. Foreign makes are all higher 
abroad, but no change as yet has been 
made here by the various agents, who 
are unable to get sufficient stock to 
meet what little trade they have with- 
out advancing prices. For the old-estab- 
lished brands agents continue their 
quotations of 6%,@7c., and for those not 
so well known 5%4@64c. is named, as 
to quantity, make and date of delivery. 
The recent price list, as issued by the 
National Lead Company, is as follows: 
“We quote, subject to change without 
notice, above brands of white lead, dry 
or in oil, red lead and litharge, in kegs: 
In lots of less than 500 lbs., 6c. net; in

RED LEAD.—Trade has been rather 
slow, especially for the foreign makes, 
which have been advanced to corre- 
spond with the recent advance in the 
domestic products. Buyers, as a rule, 
are holding off, though considearble 
business is reported as having been 
done in domestic previous to the ad- 
vance. German makes are now held at 
5c. for arrival, but second hands will 
shade this. In jobbing store parcels

the price ranges from 5%@5l4éc., as to 
make and size of the order. English is 
also higher abroad, but no change as 
yet has been made here, though agents 
are offering only in limited quantities 
for arrival at 5c., and for jobbing 
parcels 54¢c. and upward, as to the size 
of the order. 

LITHARGE.—Only a light jobbing 
demand is reported in this section from 
the glass trade. In the West, how- 
ever, general trade is better, and a fair 
business is being done at the recent ad- 
vance. The demand from the rubber 
industry has slacked off in this section 
owing to the closing of a number of 
factories down East. Prices remain un- 
changed at 44@4%c., as to make, quan- 
tity and delivery point, less the usual 
discount terms. English glassmakers’ 
grades are higher abroad, but no 
change as yet has taken place here. 
The demand, however, is limited, all 
of which is satisfied at 64%@7%c. for 
extra and 4%@dc. for ordinary grades, 
as to quantity and holder. 

ORANGE MINERAL—No change has 
been made in French, even though 
prices are firmer abroad. Several sales 
are reported for arrival at 85c. and of 
seven casks on the spot at 9c. German 
makes are now quoted for arrival at 
6i%4c. and 6%c. for jobbing spot parcels. 
Outside holders, however, will sell for 
arrival at a shade less—possibly 6%c. 
would be accepted for a round lot. Eng- 
lish is slow at the moment, and may be 
quoted at 64@61l4c., as to make, quan- 
tity and date of arrival. Domestic is 
selling in the usual way at 6144@6%c., as 
to quantity, less the regular discount. 

PIG LEAD.—The market has been a 
strong one throughout the week, with 
a fair amount of business being trans- 
acted at prices ranging from 3.224@ 
3.25c. At the close 3.25@3,30c. was 
asked for common, with 2.30@3.35c. for 
refined. Buyers, however, here are not 
plentiful above 3.20@3.25c. St. Louis 
market was quoted at 3.05c. for chemi- 
cal and 3.10c. for desilverized. 

ZINCS.—During the past few days 
trade has been rather dull, at least 
buyers have been drawing more freely 
upon their regular contracts. There is 
a good export demand, which gives 
rather more life to trade. Prices re- 
main unchanged at 4@4\c. for jobbing 
parcels, as to quality, with c. less for 
yearly contracts. French continues to 
advance abroad, but no change has 
been made here by the various agents, 
who continue previous quotations.. The 
demand is only moderate. 


Dry Colors, 
REDS. 

CARMINE.—The movement continues 
light, only small jobbing sales to cover 
present wants being reported. There 
has been no change in prices, however, 
though there is quite a wide range to 
quotations. Most sellers are ready to 
fill orders at $2.20@2.25 for bulk, ac- 
cording to the size of the sale, but 
others insist upon receiving their full 
quotation of $2.60@2.65, as to quantity, 
and claim to be getting these figures. 

_VERMILION.—Nothing new has been 
presented in this market during the 
week. Trade shows little improvement 
and prices are nominal. The quota- 
tions for domestic are 52@53c. in bulk, 
but it is understood that some sellers 
are shading these figures. English ver- 
milion finds a small outlet into con- 
sumption on jobbing orders, but is 
nevertheless held steadily up to the 
previous prices, although quotations 
show a wide variation, based on quality 
and brand. The extreme range is 62c.@

More Methylated Alcohol Tests. 
Washington, Feb. 19, 1897. 


The Congressional Joint Committee on 
Free Alcohol will reneew active opera- 


tions the first week after the adjourn- | 


ment of Congress. The work of the 
Ways and Means Committee has re- 
cently incapacitated Messrs McMillin, 
Evans and Russel] from taking an ac- 
tive part in the labors of the joint com- 
mittee, and while Senator Platt has ac- 
complished a great dea] with the aid 
of Secretary Durfee, he is anxious that 


the work should be completed as soon | 


as possible, and he has therefore de- 
cided that the full commitee shall re- 
sume sessions in Washington Monday, 
March 8, when a number of interested 
parties will be heard representing in- 
dustriese employing alcohol. 

The publication in the Reporter of 
the test made by Dr. Weidig, for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether a 10 
per cent addition of methylated alco- 
hol] to grain alcohol could be taken out 
by the ordinary process of distillation, 
has attracted attention throughout the 
country, judging by the communica- 
tions that have already reached Mr. 
Platt’s committee. 

Dr. Weidig’s test has not been ac- 
cepted ag final, however, by the wood 
alcohol people, and within the past 
week they have caused an independent 
series of experiments to be made, the 
results of which were on Tuesday last 
laid before the joint committee by 
Messrs. Pierce and Gray, who came to 
Washington for that purpose. Both the 
gentlemen maintained that Dr. Weidig’s 
test was not conclusive, and in support 
of their contention they submitted a 
report signed by S. A. Lattimore, pro- 
fessor of chemistry, University of 
Rochester. This test, it is claimed, 
was made with a still much more elabo- 
rate than that employed by Dr. Weidig, 
and the results, it is claimed, show that 
grain alcohol] can be recovered from a 
methylated mixture by simple distilla- 
tion and at a profit of at least $50 per 
barrel. Prof. Lattimore’s report, as 
laid before the committee, is as follows: 

Manhattan Spirit Company, Buffalo, 
N. Y.—Gentlemen: At your request we 
have made a careful test on the dis- 
tillation of methylated spirit, with a 
view to determine the possibility of 
separating methyl from ethyl alcohol. 

The test was conducted as follows: 

We used one of your copper stills fit- 
ted with a steam coil for heating, and 
having a rectifying column, separator 
and cooler. Thermometers were placed 
in the top of the still, and also in the 
extreme top of the column. We had 
purchased of Plimpton, Cowan & Co. 
of this city nine barrels of pure grain 
alcohol, bearing the mark of Corning & 
Co., Peoria, Ill. The alcohol was care- 
fully weighed, and the weight was 
found to be 2,807 pounds, equal to 412 
gallons; and to this was added 306 
pounds of commercial refined wood al- 
cohol, equal to 45 gallons, being a tri- 
fle over 10 per cent. The specific grav- 
ity of the ethyl alcohol was .815, and 
of the wood alcohol .816, 

The mixed alcohols were introduced 
into the still and the heat so regulated 


as to deliver the distillate at the rate 
of about 25 gallons per hour through- 
out the test, which continued for six- 


teen and one-half consecutive hours. 


The total number of gallons put in 
the still was 457, and the total amount 
of distillate obtaired was 435 gallons. 

Samples of one gallon each were 
taken every hour during the test. The 
first 25 gallons consisted almost whol- 
ly of acetone and methyl alcohol, as 
was ascertained by boiling point and 
specific gravity. At the end of the 
third hour, when 75 gallons had been 
run, the methyl odor was only slight- 
ly apparent, and the boiling point had 
risen to nearly that of pure ethyl al- 
cohol. At the end of the fourth hour, 
when 100 gallons had been received, 
the boiling point was constant at 78 de- 
grees, which is the boiling point of ethyl 
alcohol, and from this stage until the 
end of the distillation practically pure 
ethyl alcohol was the only product ob- 
tained. The thermometer on the top 
of the column registered from 60 de- 
grees to 77 degrees until the end of the 
fourth hour, after which it stood stead- 
ily at 78 degrees until within 15 gallons 
of the end of the run. From this point 
the temperature rose gradually to near- 
ly 100, owing to the large amount of 
water left in the still. 


The following table gives the results 
of the distillation which was begun at 
9.45 p. m. Feb. 12, and completed at 





2.45 p. m. Feb. 13, 1897: 
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From 12.15 to 2.45 p. m. (when the 
still finished) 15 gallons, averaging {4 
per cent., were run. 


The results obtained from this careful 
investigation are in harmony with the 
conclusion reached some years ago by 
the distinguished chemist, Dr. E. R. 
Squibb of New York city, who, when 
discussing the free alcohol bill then 
before Congress, states in Volume 2 of 
the Ephemeris: ‘The proposed law pro- 
ceeds on the theory that this methy] al- 
cohol, once added to the clean spirit, 
permanently and irrecoverably spoils it 
for drinking purposes. This is a great 
fallacy that should be clearly recog- 
nized at the start, for the methyl al- 
cohol can be taken out with compara- 
tive ease, and the proposed law ac- 
knowledges this by forbidding its be- 
ing taken out and providing a penalty 
against taking it out. To free this 
methylated spirit from the methyl and 
clean it so as to be used as a drink is 
neither a difficult nor an -xpensive 
process, and this cleaning would be very 


i 


sure to be done in more ways than one, 
and in ways that would render detec- 
tion almost impossible. If the methyl 
alcohol itself be pure and clean, iis 
taste and odor in the spirit would not 
be objectionable to a large class of spir- 
it drinkers, and in some grades of 
spirit it would not always be easy, to 
tell whether it was present in the re- 
quired proportion or not, and very sim- 
ple processes, short of the more com- 
plete one of distillation, would be ap- 
plied that would so far clean the spirit 
as to render it acceptable to a large 
majority of spirit-drinkers. Thus, 
with the utmost vigilance and the most 
perfect detective system the law would, 
beyond doubt, be seriously evaded and 
the revenue defrauded.” 

To recapitulate, the results of our test 
were as follows. Out of 457 gallons 
treated 335 gallons of practically pure 
grain alcohol were obtained, having 
every characteristic of alcohol in boil- 
ing point, specific gravity, »dor and 
taste. By redistillation the remaining 
122 gallons would yield a_ further 
amount of grain alcohol, and the opera- 
tion of defrauding the Govern ent by 
secret de-methylating would, as can 
readily be figured, yield a orofit of over 
$50 per barrel. 

We have shown by this test most 
positively that methylated : pirit can be 
de-methylated successfully on a com- 
paratively small scale. 

The samples of spirit taken during 
the test have been sealed and will be 
preserved for future reference.

Meeting of the Society of Chemical 
Industry. 


At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Society of Chemical Industry, held 
at the College of Pharmacy, Friday 
evening, Feb. 19, George A. Prochazka 
read a paper on “Grain Alcohol in the 
Manufacture of Coal-Tar Dyes.” He 
classified the uses of alcohol in the 
production of coal-tar dyes under three 
heads: (1) as a solvent, pure and sim- 
ple, as when used in extracting or 
washing materials or purifying the fin- 
ished colors (when so used the alco- 
hol can be recovered in a pure or near- 
ly pure state); (2) as a solvent or ve- 
hicle for two or more substances in- 
tended to act upon each other for the 
production of new materials, when the 
alcohol does not form a portion of the 
new body, but is partially destroyed 
and may be partially recovered in a 
rather impure state, and (3) as a con- 
stituent of the new compound, when, 
of course, it cannot be recovered with- 
out destroying the entire product. 


The consuming public demands many 
colors, shades and tints, and the manu- 
facturers have found that the ethyl 
group taken from grain alcohol, in 
combination with the coal-tar colors, 
gives new and often very striking re- 
sults, and this is true when it is used 
primarily as well as when employed in 
place of a methyl group. It is seen 
from this that the manufacturer does 
not employ grain alcohol on account of 
particularity, but from necessity. ‘He 
has no choice,” said the speaker. 


Proceeding, Mr. Prochazka stated 
that the ethyl group was used in the 
color industry in two ways: In the first 
place, it occurs in coal-tar products 





not used for dyeing, but which can be 
ecnverted into dyes by certain com- 
plex methods, and, again, dyestuffs of 
one shade are converted into dyestuffs 
of a different shade by ethyiation. 
Among the ethyl derivatives of coa] tar 
which are not dyes, but which can be 
converted into dyes, the speaker men- 
tioned diethylanilin, ethylmethylanilin, 
ethylotoluidin, ethylbenzylanilin,  di- 
ethylmeta-amidophenol, ethoxybenzidin 
and quinaldin. The last named one 
he included because aldehyde is used 
in its production. A long list of dyes 
are derived from these raw materials. 
From diamidotriphenylmethan deriva- 
tives come a long number of greens 
and blues and green yellows; emerald 
green, guinea green, patent blue A, 
patent blue V, and a number of others 
being mentioned. From triamidotri- 
phenylmethan derivatives we get vio- 
lets and violet blues; certain shades of 
blue come from diphenylnaphtyl, and ° 
So On duwn through the list. 


Dyes which were mentioned as coming 
from others by ethylation are chryso- 
phenin, diamin scarlet BBB, diamin 
yellow N, Congo orange R, rhodamin 
GGGGGG, anisaline, and spirit eosine. 

Mr. Prochazka reviewed briefly the 
Tariff act of 1894 and the alcohol tax 
rebate. He referred to the work of 
Senator O. H. Platt’s committee and of 
Mr. Dally’s investigations tn Europe, 
all of which are well known to the read- 
ers of the Reporter. In reference to 
the effect of the price of aicohol on the 
coal tar dye industry, he said that it 
was impossible to manufacture’ the 
ethyl colors in this country in compe- 
tition with the foreign makers, who get 
their spirit tax-free. In Germany the 
Government is very liberal to the man- 
ufacturers, and hence the Germens are 
our chief competitors. As an i'lus- 
tration of the effect of the tax of $1.10 
per proof gallon on the manufacture 
of ethyl derivations, he cited the case 
of diethylanilin and the va'uable em- 
erald green derived frorn $t. 


The value of 100 per cent. alcohol, tax 
paid, is, per gallon, £2.48; per ound, 
37c.; tax per gallon, $2.20; tax per 
pound, 33c. 

In the production of one pound of di- 
ethylanilin at least half a pound of 100 
per cent. grain alcohol is used, the 
value of which is $0.185; value of alco- 
hol (tax free), $0.020; difference in favor 
of half pound of tax-free alcohol, $0.165, 

The German diethylanilin is worth 
less than 30 cents per pound. Import- 
ed emerald green is sold in this coun- 
try, duty paid, at 50 cents per pound. 
It contains ethyl equivalent to 40 per 
cent. of grain spirit, worth 14.8 cents, 
with tax paid; in other words, it takes 
more than one-fourth of the price of 
emerald green, duty paid, to equal the 
tax imposed by the United States on 
the alcohol which it contains, where- 
as, the value of the alcohol, without 
tax, is less than 2 cents. 


This proves that the alcohol tax pro- 
hibits the manufacture of coal tar dyes 
in this country, and also that it acts as 
a bar to experimentation in this field 
of industrial chemistry. Even in cases 
in which the alcohol can be recovered in 
part the tax is a serious handicap. 


In manufacturing coal tar colors the 
alcohol, tax paid, constitutes about 10 
per cent of the expense; with this tax 
off the cost of the spirit would be only 
about 1 per cent of the expense of 
manufacture. This, on a market gov- 
erned by close competition, is a very 
serious difference. 
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Decision in the Oil Cake Drawback 
Suit. 


Judge Wheeler, in the United States 
Circuit Court for the Eastern District 
of New York, handed down a decision 
on Tuesday last, in the case cf the Dean 
Linseed Oil Company against the United 
States, for drawback on exports of oil 
cake made from imported linseed. 


As has been presiously said in these 
columns, the suit was based upon the 
contention by the plaintiffs that the 
duty on seed being specific, drawback 
on any product of the seed should be 
allowed upon the weight rather than | 
upon its value. The Government, how- 
ever, maintained that the rebate should 
be allowed on an ad valorem basis. 
The case has been in the courts for 
some months, and has been energetic- 
ally fought by the Government, inas- 
much as the principal involved is ap- 
plicable to other commodities than lin- 
seed. As is customary with most of 
the Government attorneys, every ef- 
fort has been made to cover the real 
cause with a mass of irrelevant and 
confusing arguments, and the decision 
given below shows that Judge Wheeler 
has disregarded) these considerations 
and confined himself to the point at 
issue, upon which his decision is so 
clear and convincing that there would 
appear to be no reasonable ground for 
its reversal upon the appeal, which will 
undoubtedly be taken by the defense. 


After briefly stating the main points 
in the cause of action Judge Wheeler 
renders the foliowing opinion: 

“By the Tariff act of 1894, under 
which these importations and exporta- 
tions were made (Par. 29) the duty cn 
linseed oil is 20 cents per gallon of 
744-pounds weight. By paragraph 206 
the duty on linseed is 20 cents per push- 
el of 56 pounds, and by _para- 
graph 567 oileake is free. (28 Stat. 
509.) And the same act provides: 
‘Sec. 22. That where imported materi- 
als on which duties have been paid are | 
used in the manufacture of i 


manufactured or produced in the 
United States there shall be allowed on 
the exportation of such articles a draw- 
back equal in amount to the duties paid 
on the materials used, less one per 
centum of such duties.’ (28 Stat. 551.) 

“ A question is made in behalf cf the 
United States whether this oil cake is a 
manufacture of an article within the 
meaning of this statute. As to this, 
however, the linseed was not oil cake, 
and did not contain oil cake, as such. 
The linseed had to be treated, and from 
this treatment the linseed oil was pro- 
duced as one thing, and this oil cake 
as another thing. The oil cake was 
made from the linseed and was a new 
article of manufacture, and so it ap- 
pears to come directly within the pro- 
visions of this statute. As the duty 
upon the linseed was 20 cents per 
bushel of 56 pounds weight, the duty 
paid was exactly five-fourteenths of a 
cent per pound of the importation. The 
statute provides for a drawback equal 
in amount to the duties paid, which 
must mean those actually paid on the 
materials used, less one per centum of 
such duties. The material that went 
into the oil cake was 35.87 pounds of 
each bushel, and the duty paid on that 
material is readily computed by ap- 
plying so much of the 20 cents per 
bushel to 56 pounds as belongs to this 
35.87 pounds. The duty on the 19.91 
pounds of oil to each bushel cf 56 
poundscouldalsobe readily computed, if 
important, and would be but a fraction 
of that on the oil if it had been manu- 
factured in the foreign country and im- 
ported separately. The law seems 
clearly to ignore values in cases of spe- 
cific duty, as it provides that the draw- 
back shall be equal in amount to the 
duties paid on the materials used and 
does not provide for any apportionment 
upon the value; and to comply with 
the law, plainly, nothing would need 
to be done but to ascertain the amount 
of duty actually paid upon the mate- 
rials used, as has been readily done in 
this case. The Treasury regulations, 
as applied to this case, make an ad- 
valorem drawback upon a specific duty, 
instead of a specific drawback upon a 
specific duty, as the law requires. 

“Of course, if, by the treatment of an 
imported article a valuable thing is 
produced which leaves a refuse of no 
value, so that this only valuable prod- 
uct was the sole objecet of the impor- 
tation, then nothing could be allowed 
by drawback for duty on the refuse; 
but here the article imported contains 
two valuable things, each of which has 
long been recognizeed in the tariff law 
as a proper subject of duty on impor- 
tation; and the duty paid on the one 
of high value is. So, upon these sev- 


eral provisions of this tariff act of 1894, 
it seems clear that no calculation of the 
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drawback upon the proportion of 

| weight is the one which the impor «< 
and exporter is entitled to; and that the 
one in proportion of value is not legal- 
ly applicable. 

“It is said, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, that such drawbacks have been 
provided for ever since 1860, and that 
the Treasury Department has, by regu- 
lations when those were authorize, 
and without them when they were not, 
always computed these drawbacks in 
proportion to values; and that the pass- 


| ing of a new tariff act providing such 


when such action of the 
Treasury Department was going on, 
was an implied approval of that 
method, and a warrant for the present 
regulations under which these draw- 
backs have been computed. 

“It also appears that from 1870 to 
1894 no drawback on oil cake was al- 
lowed. In all that time no Treasury 
regulation would be applicable to this 
particular subject, and during all that 
time this article was a subject of par- 
ticular law; excluding from drawback. 
The plaintiff’s claims are founded, not 
on the regulations of the Treasury De- 
partment at all, but on the law, which 
gives the right; and that the customs 
officers refused to follow the law and 
following the regulations does not de- 
feat the right which the law gives.. 
Campbell vs. United States, 107 U. S. 
407. Under these circumstances the 
practice of the Customs and Treasury 
departments would not seem to be ma- 
terial. United States vs. Graham, 110 
U. S. 219. United States vs. Alger, 152 
U. S. 3884. Upon this view of the case 
the plaintiff seems to be entitled to a 
judgment for the amount of these two 
sums, which is $4,521.10. Judgment 
for plaintiff for $4,521.10.” 

Mr. Samuel B. Clarke conducted the 
case for the plaintiff, and Messrs Rob- 
ert H. Hoy, Assistant United States At- 
torney, and James Byrne represented 
the Government. 

The importance of the edecision will 
be widely appreciated, and the plain- 
tiffs will be congratulated upon having 
fought the case to a successful issue 
upon its initial trial, whatever may be 
its fate in the Appellate Division of the 
court. The decision is strictly in ac- 
cord with equity and common sense, 
and is not, we believe, likely to be 
overthrown,

Reimportation of Spirits. 


The recent decision of Judge Wallace, 
regarding the reimportation of spirits 
distilled in the United States, has 
caused some serious conferences be- 
tween the officials of the Treasury De- 
partment and the Department of Jus- 
tice. The decision overrules, in sub- 
stance, the long established practice of 
the department in permitting the re* 
importation of spirits upon the payment 
of a duty equal to the internal revenue 
tax imposed by law. Judge Wallace 
declares that articles “cannot be re- 
imported without being relanded,” and 
that the statutes make it criminal to 
reland spirits. The interpretation of 
the Treasury has always been that the 
relanding referred to by the criminal 
statute referred to fraudulent relanding 
before exportation. The mere insertion 
of the word “fraudulent” in the exist- 
ing statute would probably remedy the 
difficulty in which the Treasury finds 
itself, even if the dicta of Judge Wal- 
lace are accepted as conclusive and 
binding. The question is an important 
one, because it is understood that sev- 
eral hundred thousand gallons of 
American spirits which were withdrawn 
some time ago are to be brought back 
into the United States and would, un- 
der the usual Treasury rulings, pay a 
revenue of $1.80 per gallon. The de- 
cision of Judge Wallace simply sub- 
jects such importations to seizure and 
forfeiture. It is not believed at the 
Treasury Department that this was 
ever intended by the law, in view of 
the provisions of Section 2,500 of the 
Revised Statutes, which are as follows: 

Upon the reimportation of articles 
once exported, of the growth, product 
or manufacture of the United States 
upon which no internal tax has been 
assessed or paid, or upon which such 
tax has been paid or refunded by al- 
lowance of drawback, there shall be 
levied, collected, and paid a duty equal 
to the tax imposed by the internal rev- 
enue laws upon such articles.” 

This section has been substantially 
re-enacted with each new tariff law. 
The existing law re-enacts this pro- 
vision in almost identical language, 
which is necessarily limited to spirits, 
tobacco, and a few other articles sub- 
jected to internal tax. There is, how- 
ever, a distinct provision for tobacco 
in paragraph 387 of the existing tariff, 
so that section 19, which is the existing 
form of section 2,500 of the Revised

Refined.—There has been a decidedly 
better tone to the market than for some 
time past, although the improvement ap- 
pears to be confined more especially to the 
export demand for the Mediterranean. It 
is a little difficult to gauge the exact vol- 
ume of this demand, for the reason that 
a large proportion emanates from the 
short interest. On the other hand, the 
partial suspension of supplies to the 
Marseilles market from the countries bor- 
dering the Indian Ocean has turned the 
eyes of French buyers towards America, 
Moreover, the Cretan trouble is further 
vomplicating the question of the seed 
supplies to southern Europe from the 
East. In the face of this condition in the 
Mediterranean the English markets, as 
well as the othe: markets of northern Eu- 
rope have remuined dull and easy, and 
as English cotton oil has not advanced 
it is probable that Ma’ seilles has been and _ 
is now drawing a good share of its sup- 
plies from that quarter. It is, then, a 
question of further developments. If the 
plague situation in the E st becomes more 
severe there will probably be a further 
tightening of the Quarantine regulations 
by European nations, and a _ Cores 
respondingly better demand for oil 
from here. On the other hand, if the 
plague abates prices would unquestion- 
ably ease off at once, as there is nowhere 
famine conditions in the seed supplies 
and, while the stocks of oil in this coun- 
try are not large, we have sufficient for 
our wants anisome to spare, as the de- 
mand from compound lard grows less 


every day. The scarcity of freight 
room for February causes freer 
offerings of spot lots, and it is 
hard to obtain 23%e for them, 


while for early March or later steamers 
exporters are fiee buyvrs at 2344 @23%e , 
but those who have stocks on haid are 
declining to sell below 24c. for March 
aud 24'e. for April. The indications are 
that May will be the banner month. Al- 
ready there are buyers for round lots at 
24'se., and possibly 25c. would be paid, 
regardless of the fluctuations of the lard 
murket, which of late has shown a tend- 
ency towards strength rather than weak- 
ness, as it has done of late.

CYLINDER STOCKS.—Demand has 
been fair and the better grades have re- 
ceived decided preference, although the 
difference in price continued to 
prove an attraction to many buyers.

LARD.—The present week has been 
one of the most encouraging the lard 
market has had for a long time. Last 
Saturday’s market closed at 744 points 
above the noon quotation, and Monday 
opened with a boom, based on a short 
run of hogs and estimated deficiency 
in the season’s supply. The gain on 
options was steady throughout the day, 
and the close was at 10 points up from 
Saturday. May brought 4c. and July 
4.07%c., while cash lard was quoted 
here at 4.12\%4c. for Western and 3.75c. 
for city. There was a little easier feel- 
ing on Tuesday, in sympathy with both 
hogs and grain, and under freeer re- 
ceipts of the former, with options clos- 
ing 714 points off, and cash lard sympa- 
thizing, although there were large ex- 
port sales of tierce lard for the day.

FLAXSEED.—The total movement of 
seed at this point for the past week, as 
compared with that for the correspond- 
ing six days of last year, has been de- 
cidedly less, receipts having been Ya,831 
and shipments 22,649 bushels lower. As 
compared with the week preceding, re- 
ceipts have been 15,755 bushels more, 
and shipments 6,147 bushels.

AS 
contrasted with the same week of 1894, 
Duluth has received more seed and 
shipped less, although a comparison of 
stocks at that point on the dates in- 
dicated shows little difference. The out- 
ward movement continues light. For 
the period under review it foots up 36,- 
095 bushels, as against 34,901 last week 
and 39,800 bushels two weeks ago. Of 
this quantity there were inspected out 
3,035 bushels of No. 1 Northwestern, 
5,800 bushels were “billed through,” 
and 27,260 were inspected on “local” ac- 
count. Only slight fluctuations have 
occurred in either the cash seed or 
speculative markets. No. 1 Northwest- 
ern on track and to arrive has ranged 
between 75i4c. and 76l4e., with a few 
cars from store selling at 734c. The 
average price has been Reported 
sales of this grade on ’Change foot up 
62 cars and 2,000 bushels. Every one 
seems to be waiting for something to 
turn up. Exporters were present and 
slightly increased their bids, but there 
were no open sales for foreign ship~ 
ment, local and interior crushers still 
continuing the principal buyers. Ordi- 
nary No. 1 ruled about 2c. below No. 1 
Northwestern, but was in little request, 
only a few cars selling at 7ic. There 
was a fair demand for lower grades. 
Rejected (nine cars) sold at 72@73c., 
and some sixteen cars of no grade 
ranged between 55c. and 63c., according 
to quality. This variety has generally 
ruled a little better than for severa} 
weeks past, and has consequently sola 
a little higher. The speculative mar- 
ket has shown less animation, yet has 
exhibited some peculiar features, al- 
though no decided fluctutions have been 
noticeable in any of the deferred de- 
liveries, While the May option and 
cash seed have never been more than 
about le. apart, February flax has 
been nominally from 2%4@3c., under 
both. In fact, the month’s delivery sold 
—to the extent of 1,000 bushels—at 
73l4c., a price which, on the date of the 
transaction, was some 2l4c. below cash 
Northwestern, and 3@3\4c. under May 
Of May seed some 152,000 bushels were 
reported sold. The market ruled steady 
(‘long”’ apparently holding firmly), at 
75% @76%c., the inside figures being 
synchronous with a drop in wheat. No 
sales of July were reported, although 
nominally this delievry has ruled about 
14%4c. over May. September seed at- 
tracted rather more attention than last 
week, reported sales having reached 
60,000 bushels. The price has ranged 
between 79 and 79%4c. The week closes 
with a tolerably firm market, with no 
freer offerings than are being readily 
absorbed, with no reason to suppose 
that the country is offering futures, and 
with a slightly improved inquiry for 
export. At the back of these considera- 
tions come unfavorable reports as to 
the flax crop in India and South Amer- 
ica. Setting the latter at what they are 
worth, there is no cause for surprise 
that a more hopeful feeling prevails in 
the Northwest. 

OIL CAKE.—The market has shown 
rather less strength. The export in- 
quiry is moderate and far from insist- 
ent.

Refined and Products, 


The demand for refined in barrels for 
export has been light, and few engage- 
ments have been reported.

While business in the lines of trade 
represented by the Reporter has been 
dull and unsatisfactory, there has, nev- 
ertheless, been a slight improvement 
over the week preceding, and in a few 
articles the movement has been fair, 
giving encouragement to hope for a 
good spring trade. The depression in 
trade has been so long-continued that 
it has no effect on prices, and changes, 
when they occur, will probably be in 
favor of sellers. General trade condi- 
tions are also reported more favorable, 
and in some lines the improvement over 
the preceding week has been quite 
marked, though the depression in the 
textiles perhaps, more pronounced 
than before. The labor situation, while 
presenting no specially startling fea- 
tures, is nevertheless assuming a phase 
that may threaten serious disturbances, 
if strikes ao net actualy follow. Several 
disputes involving the wage question 
are reported in the East, where some of 
the operatives in shoe factories have 
gone on strike. In the West the min- 
ers are becoming restive over readjust- 
ment of wage scales, and from various 
sections come reports of new complica- 
tions, which have, however, not as yet 
assumed a threatening aspect. The 
course of the markets for the great ag- 
ricultura] staples has been encouraging 
and gives hope of further improvement, 
and with steady improvement in these 
there will be more ground for expecta- 
tion of prosperous’ times. Wheat 
opened on Monday at 81'4c. for Febru- 
ary delivery, and, after receding to 
80%c., advanced steadily to 83%4c. on 
Friday. Corn opened at 28ic., and, 
after a slight weakening, improved with 
each day’s trading, closing at 29%%c. 
Oets followed the same course, opening 
at 2114c. and closing at 214. Cot- 
ton, while ruling lower than during the 
preceding week, a bad break having oc- 
curred on Saturday, has, nevertheless, 
shown steady gain, having opened on 
Monday at 6.61c. for March delivery 
and advanced to 6.95c. on Friday, 
though the close was at 6.82c. Lard 
has improved somewhat and on Friday 
gained a decided advance, with May 
deliveries closing at Chicago at 4.0d5c. 
The market for time money was dull 
early in the week, the demand being 
light, while the supply was large. Later 
an improved demand set in, but lenders 
were content to accept previous rates, 
loans being made at 2 per cent. for 
thirty days, 2% per cent. for sixty to 
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gray 24-25 per cent. in double bags f. 
o. b. here, as to quality. Nitrate of 
soda is only selling to a moderate ex- 
tent, but holders are firm on spot, at

WINDOW.—There was a conference 
at the Wool Exchange on Thursday be 
tween T. F. Hart, representing the 
Western Window Glass Company, nearly 
all of the Pittsburg manufacturers and a 
committee of the New York jobbers and 
importers, with a view of settling the 
differences between the two classes which 
have existed ever since the blast com- 
menced. Under the terms of the manufac- 
turers the jobbers have not bought glass, 
and with stocks piling up at the factories 
something had to be done. The whole 
day was spent in discussing the situation, 
and the manufacturers conceded practi- 
cally all the jobbers demanded, The 
question was largely one of differential, 
the large buyers contending that 
they were entitled to more  con- 
sideration than the smaller ones, 
as they were obliged to carry 
heavy stocks. Asa result of the confer- 
ence, the differential is now 10 per 
cent., instead of 5 per cent. The carload

LINSEED OIL.—The demand for oil 
is quite moderate, and no large transac- 
tions have been made the past week.

CASTOR OIL.—Manufacturers are not 
very busy at the moment. Jobbing or- 
ders only are receiving attention, and 
even these are comparatively few. 
Prices are steady at 1l‘ec. for No, 1 in 
barrels and Sic. for No. 3. 

PIG LEAD.—This article is in a par- 
ticularly sensitive position just at pres- 
ent, with an apparent strong upward 
tendency on the one hand, and a wait- 
ing disposition on the other. The min- 
ers are bullish on the prospect of a 
restoration of the old import duties on 
lead, but buyers are timid, and opera- 
tions are consequently on a small scale. 
Sales are reported of six cars common 
lead, at $3.0744, but sellers are now 
asking $3.10. Desilverized is quoted at 
$3.0742@3.10, while double refined for 
corroding purposes is salable at $4.12%%4, 
with $3.15@3.1744 asked. The sales of 
lead ore at the mines in the Joplin dis- 
trict for the past week amounted to 
191,850 pounds, 

FLAXSEED.—Receipts are light, and 
very little is doing. The regular quo- 
tation remains unchanged at Tic. per 
bushel, though it is currently said that 
some traders are accepting less than 
this figure, which is the official price of 
the Produce Dealers’ Association. It is 
claimed that this practice has been go- 
ing on for some time, and it is prob- 
able that the association will soon take 
some action to stop it. Sales for the 
week comprise six cars at 73c. 

CASTOR BEANS.—The demand is 
good, and all available prime grades 
are readily taken up at $1.25 per bushel. 
The supply on the spot is only moderate 
and only small stocks are held by the 
farmers.

The Tariff in Committee. 


Washington, Feb. 19, 1897. 

The Ways and Means Committee has 
‘devoted its time during the past week 
‘chiefly to the metal schedule, but as the 
result of certain inodifications thereof 
it has made certain changes of special 
interest to the oil, paint and drvg 
trades. The committee has made the 
duty on lead and lead dross 1% cents 
per pound, the same as under the Mc- 
Kinley law, but it has abandoned the 
provision of the McKinley bill putting 
a different rate on lead ores, so that 
lead and lead contents will be classi- 
fied in the same paragraph at the new 
rate, instead of % of a cent, as at 
present. Lead “in pigs and bars mol- 
ten and old refuse lead, run into blocks 
and bars and lead stripped, lead fit 
only to be remanufactured,” has been 
advanced to 2 cents per pound, which 
was the rate under the McKinley bill. 

As the result of these changes in the 
lead duty it has been found necessary 
to place a duty of 3 cents per pound 
on white acetate of lead and 2 cents 
per pound on litharge. White lead and 
white paint containing lead will be 
taxed 3 cents per pound, as under the 
McKinley law. 

An effort was made to advance the 
rate of duty on quicksilver, but the 
committee finally decided to leave it at 
7 cents per pound, while the McKinley 
provision was restored, so that ‘flasks, 
bottles or other vessels in which quick- 
silver is imported shall be subject to 
the same rate of duty as if imported 
empty.” The California quicksilver 
miners based their appeal for an ad- 
vance in the duty upon the fact that 
the production of these mines has for 
several years prevented the Rothschilds, 
who control] the ‘Austrian and Spanish 
product, from advancing the price at 
their pleasure, and a duty of 10 cents 
was asked to give the American pro- 
ducers a larger profit. The committee’s 
inquiries, however, satisfied them that 
the present rate was sufficient to per- 
mit the development of the American 
mines, and that a higher rate would be 
unfair to the consumers. 

The committee has consolidated the 
paragraph relating to zincs and sgspel- 
ter, making the rate in blocks or pigs 
1% cents per pound, zine in sheets not 
polished or further advanced than rolled 
2% cents per pound, and zine old and 
worn out 1% cents per pound. 

Gold leaf, which is 30 per cent. ad 
valorem under the present law, has 
been advanced to $2 per package of 500 
leaves, and silver leaf and silver powder, 
which are now 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
have been made dutiable at 75 cents 
per package of 500 leaves and 30 per 
cent. ad valorem, respectively. 

The committee has received several 
communications during the past week 
from drug millers, who are anxious to 
secure a specific duty on such drugs as 
barks, beans, berries, etc., advanced in 
value or condition by refining or grind- 
ing. This paragraph was the subject 
of a spirited controversy in the com- 
mittee when the chemical schedule was 
under consideration, and has not yet 
been acted upon. The present rate of 
duty is 10 per cent. ad valorem, and, 
while it is probable that a change will 
be made in this item, unless the com- 
mittee takes affirmative action the pres- 
ent law will, of course, remain in force. 

In no other trade has the work of the 
Ways and Means Committee been 
watched with greater interest than in 
the oil, paint and drug trade, as is am- 
ply evidenced by the large number of 
important communications which have 
been received by the committee bearing 
upon the numerous industries which are 
affected by any general modification of 
the chemical schedule. Following are 
abstracts of some of the more important 
communications recently received: 


Joseph F. McCoy & Co., New York— 
“As buyers of borax and boracic acid in 
this market and abroad, we suggest that 
the just and true principle for really 
increasing the revenue have full con- 
sideration at your hands. A cursory 
glance at facts, that every year are 
becoming fixed facts, should be borne 
in mind. American borax has been 
gaining for some time past a controll- 
ing influence in Europe as well as in 
the United States and Canada. Every 
consumer in this country is paying a 
tax—to a monopoly, as we understand 
it—equivalent to 40 per cent. of the 
quantity selling price, the present duty 
being 2 cents per pound. As little or 
no refined borax is imported or can be, 
owing to the present duty, the revenue 
might be increased by reducing the rate 
of duty to 1 cent per pound and the 
crude to one-half cent per pound duty. 
If our information is correct, the en- 
tire product of borax in this country is 
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under the control of a foreign corpora- 
tion. You can readily learn if this is 
so; and, if so, see the injustice of tax- 
ing every user of borax in this country 
to benefit outsiders, not only through 
the tariff giving them a monopoly but 
through a combination of foreign capi- 
tal to that end. In fact, no borax can 
be imported and sold in competition, 
hence no revenue. Boracic acid, re- 
fined, is also made by the same com- 
bination of interests, their lowest price 
being 8 cents per pound. The lowest 
price of foreign boracic acid, refined, is 
£28 10s. per ton, or, say, 6.1 cents per 
pound, present duty 3 cents, making 
the foreign cost 9.1 cents per pound, in- 
dependent of freight, insurance, cus- 
toms charges, consular invoices, etc.; 
present protection, 48 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. By reducing the duty to 2 cents 
per pound an increased revenue would 
be the result; a fairer competition and 
a benefit to every line of manufacture, 
to every household in the land, every 
pottery, and many other branches. 
Crude boracic acid, costing £15 10s, in 
Europe (without freight, insurance and 
other charges), say 3144 cents per pound, 
pays now a duty of 3 cents per pound, 
or about 86 per cent. ad valorem. This 
article is used by every pottery in the 
United States, and only by them. The 
duty should not be more than 1 cent 
per pound. The imports would be in- 
creased. Every potter would be bene- 
fited by getting this material so much 
nearer the cost of the article as paid 
by their foreign competitors in England 
and Germany. Clays—china clay and 
china stone—pay at present a duty 
much greater ‘than the duty on the 
manufactured ware. If made free, every 
pottery in the country would not only 
buy their foreign clays at less price 
but the home producers would have to 
reduce their prices.” 


William J. Matheson & Co., Limited, 
New York: “We beg respectfully to re- 
quest that section 14, Schedule A, 
should remain as it is, viz., ‘All coal-tar 
colors or dyes, by whatever name 
known, and not especially provided for 
in this act, 25 per cent. ad valorem.’ 
That the free list, section 443, should 
remain as it is, viz., ‘Coal tar, crude, 
and all preparations except medicinal 
coal-tar preparations and products of 
coal tar not colors or dyes not specially 
provided for in this act.’ Aniline salts, 
free. Aniline oils, free. Section 368 of 
the free list, which now reads ‘Alizarine 
and alizarine colors or dyes, natural or 
artificial,’ should be restored to the old 
and original phraseology, viz., ‘Alizar- 
ine, natural or artificial, free.’ The 
present phraseology is better than the 
preceding one, which one of the large 
New York importers succeeded in push- 
ing into the free list in the bill which 
preceded this, but it is still faulty and 
capable of confusion, and is resulting in 
suits against the Government, which 
will doubtless be decided in favor of the 
importers, admitting free of duty many 
coal-tar colors or dyes, because they are 
commercially known as alizarine colors 
or dyes. We contend that all coal-tar 
colors or dyes, by whatever name 
known, should be treated alike—either 
free or all pay duty. It is not fair that 
one or more firms of importers should 
be allowed to import their coal-tar col- 
ors or dyes free because they have 
called them ‘alizarine dyes,’ while otner 
importers have to pay a duty for ex- 
actly the same or similar preparations 
of coal-tar dyes because they are not 
known commercially as alizarine dyes. 
As manufactures of dyewood extracts 
we ask that the present clause, section 
18, Schedule A, be retained as it now is, 
viz., ‘Extracts and decoctions of log- 
wood and other dyewoods, extracts of 
sumace and extracts of barks such as 
are commonly used for dyeing or tan- 
ning, not specially provided for in this 
act, and extracts of hemlock bark, 10 
per cent. ad valorem. That indigo ex- 
tract, carmine, etc., which, prior to the 
Wilson bill, paid a duty of 10 per cent., 
should be restored to the dutiable list. 
A meagre protection of 10 per cent. can 
do no industry in this country any 
harm, and will serve in some measure 
to make up for the difference in cost 
of labor for producing this article that 
we pay in excess of European manue 
facturers,” 


Chapman & Soden, Sam Cabot, etc.. 
Boston: “Water gas, from the best in- 
formation to be obtained, constitutes 75 
per cent. of the entire gas product of 
the country, and produces no coal tar. 
The free importation of coal tar and 
pitch of coal tar, and creosote oii rrom 
coal tar would benefit consumers, as the 
entire supply to-day we estimate to be 
50 per cent. of the actual demand. By 
the change from coal to water gas the 
production of coal tar (from which the 
above articles are manufactured) has 
been diminish:d 500,000 barrels per year. 
This deficiency is not temporary; In- 


formation obtained from the gas com- 
panies shows that the manufacture of 
water gas is permanent and increasing, 
which will add to the deficiency now ex- 
isting in all coal-tar products. As an 
illustration, no water gas was made for 
distribution in Massachusetts prior to 
1884, while in the twelve months end- 
ing July 1, 1895, there was 2,400,000,000 
feet of water gas made in said State, 
from which no coal tar is produced. 
Importation is therefore a necessity, 
and unless coal tar and pitch of coal 
tar are kept upon the free list, most 
consumers and dealers in these ma- 
terials will be seriously embarrassed if 
notdebarredfrom carrying on their busi- 
ness. Creosote oil should also be ptaced 
on the free list. The ‘ocean freight,’ 
‘package’ and ‘cartage’ charges are, in 
themselves, heavy enough to form an 
adequate protective tariff. Substantial- 
ly the above reasons in printed form 
were placed before the ‘Tariff Commit- 
tee’ in August, 1890, when they were 
considering this subject. They at that 
time decided to place coal tar and pitch 
of coal tar on the free list. We then 
had several personal interviews with 
the committee.” 


Lewis, Berger & Sons, Limited, New 
York.—‘‘As the object of your committee 
is to increase the revenue it is abso- 
lutely true that this result can best be 
accomplished by reductions of the pres- 
ent rates of duty, and not by raltses of 
any kind. We notice that several 
spokesmen who appeared before yOu in- 
sisted very strongly upon specific du- 
ties, alleging the difficulty of finding out 
the correct values, etc. We make two 
suggestions in this particular: First, 
that it is not difficult to find the cor- 
rect foreign market values of paints 
and colors, as they are staple articles, 
and there has never been a question of 
any serious moment raised against the 
valuations passing the United States 
Custom House on paints; second, again 
the assessing of specific duties at ran- 
dom upon colors is absurd, because the 
colors vary very greatly in value, The 
apparent object of the gentlemen who 
are demanding specific duties exclusive- 
ly seems to be to get very high rates 
of duty in this form. We would there- 
fore ask that in every instance in which 
specific rates of duties are imposed, you 
would, as a matter of justice, ascertain 
what corresponding ad valorem rate ot 
duty is; otherwise, under an apparently 
slight advance, you will be practically 
prohibiting importation, and, of course, 
cutting off all possible revenue; in fact, 
that is the effect of nearly all the spe- 
cific rates in the present tariff.” 


Doty & Scrimgeour, New York.—‘*We 
desire to call your attention to the sec- 
tion in schedule A, referring to paints, 
colors and varnishes. Some of the col- 
ors have a specific duty and others ad 
valorem rates. Sections 38 and 41 cal! 
for specific duties, and say ‘in pulp or 
mixed with water, 6 cents per pound on 
the material contained therein when 
dry.’ Section 43, ultramarine blue, aisu 
carries a specific duty, but without the 
above provision, thus putting the duty 
on the water of a pulp color, which is 
more than 50 per cent. of the weight, 
making the duty twice as mucn more 
on the pulp color as on the dry. We do 
not ask any reduction of the specific 
rate, but do ask the insertion of the 
above clause in section 43, and in any 
other section of colors where the speci- 
fic duty may be placed, This will work 
no injustice to the American manufac- 
turers of colors, and will be of service 
to this trade, If paragraphs 37 to 48, 
inclusive, are generally given specific 
rates, it might be well to make an ad- 
ditional paragraph that ‘any colors in 
pulp or mixed with water should carry 
the same rate per pound as the material 
contained therein when dry.’” 


F. A. Tousley, Midland, Mich.—‘‘The 
United States consumes yearly about 
$2,000,000 worth of chlorid of lime or 
bleaching powder. It is practically all 
imported from the United Alkali 
Company of Great Britain, although 
small amounts have been received from 
the Continent of Europe. None is made 
in the United States so far as we are 
aware, although one company at Erie, 
Pa., placed considerable amounts on 
the market, but failed after a short ex- 
istence. There are others who are 
operating experimental works. This 
manufacture is of such a nature that 
it cannot be profitably conducted upon 
asmall scale. Capital is unwilling to 
invest large amounts on even terms 
with the United Alkali Company of 
Great Britain, with its $35,000,000 of 
capital, as they fear that a new com~ 
pany would be crushed before it became 
established by the sheer force of im- 
mense capital, long experience and con- 
trol of the present market, as was the 
tin industry crushed by Welsh com- 
binations on three different occasions, 
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according to Senator Burrows, until 
sufficient tariff had been placed upon 
tin, so that American manufacturers 
could pay American wages to American 
workmen and receive a fair profit un- 
der the beneficent working of the Mc- 
Kinley law. 

“In the almost exactly parallel case of 
soda ash manufacture there was no 
headway made in manufacturing it in 
this country until a protective tariff was 
placed on it, and now American com- 
petition has lowered the price in Eng- 
land. On Nov. 6, 1896, the chairman of 
the Society of Chemical Industry of 
Great Britain, in annual address, 
said: ‘What I do fear is the coming com- 
petition with that remarkable race of 
English-speaking people—the Ameri- 
cans. America has made wonderful prog- 
ress during the last quarter of a century 
in mechanical devices mainly, but she is 
now turning her hand to chemicals, and 
a sadness she has already made with 
English prices.’ 

“We have an improved method of 
manufacture, and propose to invest 
$500,000 immediately, and enough more 
later to supply the entire United States’ 
demand, if we can be protected for a 
few years, until we are well estab- 
lished. A duty of one cent per pound 
for five years and one-half cent for the 
following five years would be necessary, 
in our opinion, to place this industry 
where there would be no danger of for- 
eign competition in a neutral market. 

“We wish to particularly call your 
attention to the fact that soda ash has, 
with protection, continually fallen in 
price, while bleach has been on the free 
list, and the price to-day, while lower 
than one or two years ago, is not as low 
as it was six years ago, and the gen- 
eral tendency during the past ten years 
has not been to make any marked re- 
duction in price. With the protection 
asked we would be able to save to the 
eountry over $2,000,000, now spent 
abroad for bleach. We shall have in- 
vested over $500,000 of American capi- 
tal now lying idle. We shall neces- 
sarily employ a large number of Ameri- 
ean workmen at remunerative wages, 
who are now out of work, or at least 
receiving very small wages during the 
present depressed condition of trade. 
This work will be given to mechanics 
and common labor in the construction 
of works, to machinists in the construc- 
tion of apparatus, to coal miners in the 
mining of 21,000 tons of coal per year, 
to laborers in the preparation of 3,760 
tons of lime per year, to the help needed 
in making 75,000 barrels per year, to the 
railroad in the cartage of material to 
and finished products from the works, 
and thus add another great industry to 
the diversified industries of the country. 

“To-day every enterprise in America 
using bleach is dependent upon a for- 
eign trust. With a tariff you will 
make it dependent upon American capl- 
tal and labor instead; even the paper 
which you read and upon which you 
write to-day depends upon an English 
industry to whiten its pages. So well 
has that English syndicate mastered the 
situation that unless a tariff protection 
in its features is placed upon the proda- 
uct, it is questionable if even American 
enterprise can hope to cope with them. 
We earnestly hope that the committee 
will find it compatible with the best 
interests of the country to grant our 
prayer.”’

Cyano Chemical Co., Williamsport, 
Pa.—"We beg leave to call the atten- 
tion of your committee to the necessary 
revision of the tariff on prussiate of 
potash—yellow and red. The company 
is located just outside of the city of 
Villlamsport, Pa., and is prepared to 
manufacture prussiate of potash in un- 
limited quantities when given proper 
tariff legislation. The law of 1804 
placed an ad valorem duty of 25 per 
cent. on prussiate of potash, but that is 
insufficient, because the duty is com- 
puted on the value in the foreign mar- 
ket, and would approximately give but 
a duty of 3 cents per pound. For ex- 
ample, if the price of prussiate of 
potash in the foreign market were but 
S cents per pound, the duty would be 
but 2 cents per pound, which would be 
wholly insufficient. An ad valorem 
duty cannot be fairly laid, because it is 
not based on the home market. The 
English, Scotch, German and other for- 
eign manufacturers of prussiate of 
potash can manufacture it at a rate of 
714 to 8 cents per pound, whereas the 
estimated cost of its manufacture in the 
United States is from 14 to 16 cents. 
The English have cheaper fuel, cheaper 
labor, have no duty on carbonate of 
potash to pay, and by their having 
been manufacturers of this article for 
so great a period of time can secure the 
horn used in its manufacture from 
South American countries at a much 
less rate than the same can be gotten 
here; and with less than an 8 cent 
specific duty on prussiate of potash the 





American market will be supplied be- 
low the cost of the home manufacture. 
This may be shown by the continued 
importation of this article during the 
last year at the rate of $3,000 to $10,- 
000 worth per week at the low price of 
13 to 14 cents per pound, and not an 
American factory in operation. An in- 
dispensable artic‘e in the maxufactulin; 
of prussiate of potash is carbonate of 
potash, which is not produced, neiiher 
is it capable of production in the United 
States; and it would be greatly bene- 
ficial to all users of carbonate of potash 
if admitted free of duty. The law of 
1894 reduced the rate of duty on prus- 
siate of potash, and also further in- 
jured the home manufacture of this ar- 
ticle by leaving a 20 per cent. duty, ad 
valorem, on carbonate of potash. The 
price of prussiate of potash, under the 
law of 1894, has reached a point where 
it is impossible for the American manu- 
facturer to further attempt to com- 
pete, yet considerable importations 
weekly continue to arrive, at the mar- 
velously low price of 13 to 14 cents per 
pound. Under the law of 1890 the mar- 
ket was firm and stable with a specific 
duty of 5 cents on yellow and 10 cents 
on red, and the article was ready sale 
at 22 and 24 cents; but with less than 
8 cents specific duty on prussiate of 
potash our home manufacturers are in 
constant perii. Give us a specific duty 
of 8 cents per pound on yellow and 12 
cents on red prussiate of potash, admit 
carbonate of potash free of duty, and 
the American market will be supplied 
with home manufactured’ product 
equally as prime as the imported arii- 
cle, by which American labor can be 
employed, home industries fostered and 
prosperity resumed.” 


Niagara Electro Chemical Company, 
New York.—‘We take the liberty of ad- 
dressing you, gentlemen of the commit- 
tee, with reference to prospective tariff 
changes of Schedule A, chemicals, etc., 
and particularly about the article so- 
dium. We have taken up the manu- 
facture of sodium in this country in our 
factory at Niagara Falls, establishing 
thereby a new industry. Sodium is at 
present duty free, while the raw ma- 
terial used—caustic soda—is paying 
duty. The value of metallic sodium is 
50 cents per pound, and we advocate a 
duty of 15 cents per pound on this ar- 
ticle, equivalent to the duty we have 
to pay on the raw material and the 
higher wages which we have to pay to 
our workmen.” 


Lehigh Valley Creosoting Company, 
Perth Amboy, N. J.—‘‘We respectfully 
wish to draw your attention to the fol- 
lowing change that we should like made 
i nthe present tariff law, as regards 
Article 443, Free List of the Tariff of 
1894, relating to coal tar and its prod- 
ucts: Coal tar, crude, and all prepara- 
tions except medicinal coal-tar prepara- 
tions, and products of coal tar, not color 
or dyes, not specially provided for in 
this act. Under the wording of the 
above article there has been a large 
controversy and difference of opinon 
with relation to dead oil of coal tar, or, 
commonly called, creosote, and so as to 
make its design beyond question, we 
Suggest that coal-tar cieosote, or dead 
oil of coal tar, be specially mentioned 
and placed on the free list, for the un- 
der mentioned reasons: Previous to 
1891 there was enough of this article 
produced in the States to satisfy the 
demand, but, owing to increasing con- 
sumption, and to a decline in the pro- 
duction, there is not nearly enough to 
be had in this country now to supply 
the ordinary demand. The declining 
production has been brought about by 
the increasing use of water gas, natural 
gas and electric light being very largely 
used. This decline is more than likely 
to continue, and supplies, as regards 
our business, must be obtained from 
foreign sources. The article is not now 
made in the quantities it used to be. 
As it is a by-product. it must, of ne- 
cessity, be very cheap, or it would not 
be used at all; it will be seen that its 
production cannot be stimulated by 
high prices. We beg to say that in 
classing dead oil as free, you will not 
be oppressing any infant industry in’ 
this country. As stated before, the pro- 
duction of creosote, or dead oil of coal 
tar, has been steadily on the decline for 
some years. Facts speak for them- 
selves, and while the coal-tar trust in 
this country is desirous of having a 
duty placed on dead oil, we have given 
you figures above showing how much 
they have imported and been compelled 
to import during 1896. There is always 
a@ good market for the home product, 
what little there is, and as it cannot 
nearly supply the consumers, the in- 
dustry of creosoting timber will have 
to come to an end, except relief is ob- 
tained by importing from abroad.”

The Boom in Spices. 


The only market displaying activity 
this week in Mincing lane has again 
been spices. A large business has been 
done in pepper, white particularly being 
in request, but black sorts also enjoyed 
a very strong demand, and we close this 
eventful week to the spice trade with an 
advance of 1d. per pound in white and 
atout %d. per pound in black from the 
lowest, a result hardly anticipated by 
any of the bull operators. But the very 
swiftness with which these advances 
have been accomplished is their weak- 
est point, for it not only prevents other 
operators from coming in for fear of 
doing so at the top price, but it also 
robs those who are already interested 
of the necessary confiderce and firm- 
ness s) essential to a successful bull 
movement. Already there is a great 
deal of talk about the prices “running 
too quickly,” of their being rushed, and 
many are the predictions that, with the 
ending of the Chinese holidays, the 
present movement would find its close 
as well. These bearish views are not 
suspicion of jealousy, for the movement 
paniment to any important venture, and 
if they are particularly strong in the 
present case, we shall have to look for 
outside motives, and we fear that their 
supporters are not altogether free from 
suspicion of ejalousy, for the movement 
and its working have practically been 
confined to very few hands. However. 
there is some truth in these assertions, 
and it would be dangerous to close one’s 
eyes against them. Very few hooms 
have had the unbroken run, even if they 
have had a sounder and stronger basis 
to rest on than pure speculation, and it 
would be idle to assume that pepper 
would make an exception. Besides, 
there is the danger of Chinese dealers 
being tempted into selling by the high 
prices now ruling here. But whatever 
the position may be next week, at the 
end of the present one our market is as 
firm as ever, and, what is more, the 
bocm now prevailing in pepper seems to 
affect other spices as well. Firstly, 
ginger caught the fever, but soon re- 
lapsed to its normal state when it be- 
came known that large consignments, 
amounting to about $3,000 packages, 
were on their way to London. No doubt 
these shipments consist of old crop 
stuff only, probably originally intended 
for the Indian demand, but for want of 
buyers, owing to the plague, forwarded 
to London to be sold at the best possi- 
ble prices obtainable. The attempted 
improvement of ginger was quickly fol- 
lowed by a better demand for Zanzibar 
cloves, and although the movement has 
failed so far to attain importance, there 
is little doubt that we are on the eve 
of a strong upward move in this com- 
modity, for the increased cost of pick- 
ing, with slavery abolished, cannot fail 
to enhance the value of cloves. The 
spirit of speculation, which at the mo- 
ment is pervading the spice market, 
has finally caught hold of dealers in 
cinnamon. A better demand has sprung 
up in business on the basis of 9d. c. i. f. 
for an assortment of half 3ds and half 
4ths, and 954d. c. i, f. for usual assort- 
ment has been transacted. There is, 
however, nothing in the position of cin- 
namon to justify a rise or to reeommend 
even a bull venture; stocks are good, 
supplies plentiful, and the ecnsumptive 
demand is limited. But an attempt will 
probably be made to improve the tone 
in the market for the benefit of holders 
of stocks to be offered in the quarterly 
sales this month. We hear that at- 
tempts are being made to alter the pres- 
ent basis upon ‘which arrival contracts 
have been transacted. So far a guar- 
antee of quality of fair average of the 
season has been given, but such a guar- 
antee being considered rather vague,

The Trust Investigation Farce. 


Senator Lexow’s probing committee, 
which is trying to get at the private af- 
fairs of some of the large industrial cor- 
porations, is likely to be less productive 
of results than his previous effort in 
the investigating line. That investti- 
gation did land a few policemen in jail, 
a number of “soiled doves” in hitherto 
undefiled apartment houses and a cou- 
ple of judicial freaks on the bench, but 
the present entertainment does not 
point to such successful outcome, al- 
though it may afford the rural legis!a- 
tor good personal ammunition for his 
next campaign. Mr. Charles R. Flint 
of the U. S. Rubber Co. has played an 
interesting game of verbal “tag” with 
the Senator, while Mr. H. O. Have- 
meyer has preached a few economic les- 
sons to them that were evidently un- 
derstood, although they were not called 
for. 


An amusing feature of the week’s 
vaudeville was the effort to make the 
Church & Dwight Co. loom up as a 
trust. It transpired, however, that 
this line of investigation had been in- 
stigated by a gentleman named John 
G. Walsh, who is a neighbor of one 
member of the committee, and who has 
three suits against the company. The 
Dwight & Church Company has a re- 
bate agreement with the grocery trade, 
which was forced upon the company by 
the wholesale grocers, but which is a 
good thing, inasmuch as it gives thi. 
company the preference with the trade 
here .~1 in New Jersey and prevents 
price-cutting. It appears that Mr. 
Walsh, who had started a factory of 
his own, had more or less of a “cinch” 
so long as he could cut prices, but un- 
der the agreement referred to the trade 
lost interest in his product. Hence the 
suits, and also the investigation, for Mr. 
Bedell of the committee admitted to a 
reporter that Mr. Walsh “furnished the 
committee with a large amount of data 
that has been used in conducting the 
examination.’”’ Mr, Bedell hastened to 
say that he had told Mr. Walsh that he 
(Mr. Walsh) could not use the commit- 





tee to help him out in any of his liti- 
gations at all. “I told him that em- 
phatically,” said Mr. Bedell. 

“The fact is, is it not, Mr. Bedell,” 
said the reporter, ‘“‘that the information 
that the committee sought to get from 
these soda-monster people was infor- 
mation that Walsh wanted in his suit?” 

“Oh, I think not,” said Mr. Bedell. 

The reporter told him that when the 
session of the committee began in the 
afternoon Mr. Walsh had informed the 
reporter that he wanted to sit near the 
witness so that he could take notes 
of all the testimony, and that that tes- 
timony was of great interest to him. 
Mr. Bedell. said again that he had in- 
formed Mr. Walsh that he (Mr. Walsh) 
could not use the committee.

Buffalo’s Million-Dollar Scheme 
Again. 


In 1892 some enterprising Buffalon- 
ian projected a scheme for a company 
with a capital of $1,000,000 to make 
Buffalo a great wholesale center for 
drugs, paints and glass, but, owing to 
a temporary stringency in the money 
market, the matter was allowed to lie 
dormant for a few years, and its re- 
newal now is one of the first symptoms 
of the great post-election boom that the 
country has been so anxiously awaiting. 
According to the local newspapers, 
which, however, cautiously give “the 
company’s circular’ as authority, over 
$300,000 of the million has been pledged 
since Jan. 1. This is doing pretty well, 
considering that Mr. McKinley is still in 
Canton, and Mr. Hanna’s status is not 
yet definitely fixed. It is anounced that 
the first object of the company ‘“‘will be 
to obtain for the drug dealers compos- 
ing the company the advantages of 
buying for cash large quantities of 
goods in the natural market for those 
goods. To illustrate, East Indian, Afri- 
can, Mediterranean and South Ameri- 
can drugs will be bought in London; 
West Indian, Chinese and Japanese 
goods will be bought at first hand in 
those countries. Another point is that 
Buffalo has but one-tenth of the whole- 
sale drug trade of Pittsburgh or Cincin- 
nati. A much larger trade might be 
had for this town if adequate induce- 
ments could be offered. The Buffalo 
company contemplates building three 
stores, each thirty feet wide and 183 
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feet deep, and seven stories high, on 
the south side of Swan street, opposite 
the site of the new postoffice; also a 
glass manufacturing plant on the Erie 
Canal, below the city line.” 


Considering the fact that Buffalo has 
just lost a jobbing drug house, it would 
not appear that the opportunities for 
rivaling “Pittsburgh or Cincinnati” 
were as favorable as they may be de- 
sirable.

While legitimate consumptive demand 
is large, as is natural at this season of 
the year, a large part of the inquiry is 
of a speculative character, as the re- 
tailers have been induced to purchase 
through the earncst solicitations of 
traveling representatives of the jobbing 
houses, who have persuaded them that 
the article was a good investment at 
the prices quoted by manufacturers.

The demand for dyes and dyestuffs 
has shown some improvement, as many 
of the mills in New England have re- 
sumed work on full time. Some 
branches. of the trade, however, still 
remain dull. 

ALBUMEN.—Egg trifle firmer, 
owing to scarcity, and dealers are quot- 
ing 52@dd5c. Blood is dull at 2d@27e. 

ANILINIE OIL.—Notwithstanding a 
continued firmness to the benzole mar- 
ket abroad, the aniline oil market here 
is dull, and 18@1S4c. is quoted. 

ANILINE SALT.—There has been no 
change in the situation, and the general 
asking price is 164,@17c., but the mar- 
ket is dull, and one holder would doubt- 
less be willing to shade these prices. 

CULCH.—‘'lhe demand tor vox cutch, 
especailly favorite brands, is good, but 
bale cutch is dull. 

DEXTRINE.—The demand continues 
good, and prices are firm at 4%,@5'4c. 
for imported, 4@444c. for domestic po- 
tato, and 24@2‘4c. for domestic corn. 

GAMBIER.—The market has 
improved a trifle, 400 bales 
having been made from store at 35‘%, for 
steamer goods, and 5.40c. fer sail. The 
Steamer Claverhili ad toe vark Fiup 
po de Negri will not discharge for sev- 
eral days. From the former about 100 
tons, held by parties outside of the as- 
ciated holders were sold at 5.20c. The 
balance of the cargo is held firm at 
d\c., 3.2Uc. having been bid and re- 
fused. The de Negri is being offered 
from dock at 3c. No steamer ship- 
ments are being offered, but sail is of- 
fering at 3.2Uc., and 3%<c. has been paid 
for sail to arrive. Statistically the po- 
sition is not a good one for holders, but 
if the agreement is firmiy maintained 
holders will probably be able to control 
the situation. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—There 
has been no change in the situation, 
the demand having been only of a job- 
bing character. We quote casks at 
1.50@1.75c., and kegs at 1.65@1.90c., all 
as to quantity. 

INDIGO.—Late reports from London, 
from the Commercial Record, give the 
results of the January sale as follows: 

“The quantity declared for sale was 
5,850 chests, of which 461 chests were 
not printed or withdrawn previous to 
the opening of the sales, leaving the to- 
tal quantity to be offered 5,38 chests, 
consisting of 1,084 Bengal, etc.; S11 
Oude, etc.; 586 Bimlipatam, 1,661 Kur- 
pah, 353 Dry Leaf Madras, S62 Bom- 
bay (577 Figs and 285 Hoody), and tie 
remainder sundries. The resuit of the 
sale, however, is rather disappointing. 
A dull tone has prevailed, and, though 
prices have ruled slightly higher than in 
October, the improvement is less than 
has been anticipated and less than the 
position of the article would seem to 
justify. No doubt this is partly at- 
tributable to the large number of cneap 
lots that have been offered from Caicut- 
ta, professedly second to third under 
London October rates, and which have 
to some extent filled the requirements 
of the trade. Bengal.—In the absence 
of demand for export most of the good 
parcels have been withdrawn, but con- 
suming kinds have sold more readily. 
As compared with October, we quote; 
Ordinary to good shipping, none sold. 
Ordinary to middling consuming, par to 
second advance. Oudes and Plant 
Oudes offered a good selection and have 
been mostly sold, averaging about Oc- 
tober rates. Kurpah.—The assortment 
offered was not a very desirable one, 
most of the late arrivals consisting of 
ordinary qualities. As compared with 
October, sale prices have ruled: Good 
middling to good, none sold. Good or- 
dinary to middling, par to second ad- 
vance. Ordinary, par. Dry leaf Mad- 
ras has been well competed for, where 
holders have shown willingness to meet 
the market. Prices have ranged as 
followes: Middling to good, par to sec- 
ond advance. Ordinary to good ordi- 
nary, fully second. Very ordinary and 
low, par. Bimlipatam.—There was a 
good competition for the parcels that 
passed the hammer, and they realized 
from par to second advance. Bombay 
kinds have not been in much request; 
the few parcels sold went at 1s. Sd. to 
1s. 9d. for hoody, and Is. 1d. for fig. Of 
the total quantity brought forward (5,- 
800 chests) 4,411 have been withdrawn 
and 256 bought in, leaving 1,183 sold in 
the room, to which must be added 1,120 
of the withdrawn and bought in, mak- 
ing a total of 2,300 chests disposed of.
